Text of the Veto. 
_ Following is the text of the veto: 
“To the House of Representatives: I here- 
with return without approval House Dill 
numbered 7,864, entitled, ‘An act tc amcnd 
the immigration laws of the United States.’ 
“By the first: section of this bill it is pro- 
posed to amend Sec. 1 of the act of March 3, 
891, relating to immigration, by adding to 
7 the classes of aliens thereby excluded from 
> admission to the United States the following: 
“All persons physically capable and over 
16 years of age who cannot read and write 
the English language or some other lan- 
guage; but a person not so able to read and 
write who is over 50 years of age and isthe 
parent or grandparent of a qualified immi- 
frant over 21 years of age and capable of 
suppotting such parent or grandparent may 
aceompany such immigrant, or such parent 
or grandparent may be sent for and come to 
: join the family of a child or grandchild over 
21 years of age similarly qualified and capa- 
. dle, anda wife or minor child not so able 
to read and write may accompany or be sent 
, for and come and join the husband or parent 
similarly qualified and capable.

An unfcrtunate con- 
dition is certainly presented when any who 
are willing to labor are unemployed. 

“ But so far as this condition now exists 
among our people it must be conceded to bea 
result of phenomena! business depression and 
the stagnation of all enterprises in which 
labor is a factor. With the advent of set- 
tled and wholesome financial and econemic 
governmental policies, and a consequent en- 
couragement to the activity of capital, the 
misfortune of unemployed labor should to a 
great extent at least be remedied. If it con- 
tinues its natural consequences must be to 
check further immigration to our cities of 
foreign laborers and to deplete the ranks 
of those already here. In the meantime 
those most willing and best fitted ought to 
be able to secure the advantages of such 
work as there is to do. 

The Proposed HKHemedy. 

“It is proposed by the bill under con- 
sideration to meet the alleged difficulties of 
the situation by establishing an educa- 
tional test, by which the right of a for- 
eigner to make his home with us shall be 
determined. Its generale scheme is to pro- 
hibit from admission to our country all 
immigrants ‘physically capable and over 
16 years.who cannot read and write the 
English language or some other language,’ 
and it is provided that this test shall be 
applied by requiring immigrants seeking ad- 
mission to read and afterwards to write not 
less than twenty nor more than twenty-five 
words ofthe Constitution of the United 
States in some language, and that any im- 
migrant failing in this shall not be admit- 
ted, but shall be returned to the country 
whence he came at the expense of the 
Steamship or railroad company which 
brought him. 

“The best reason that could be given for 
this radical restriction of immigration is the 
necessity of protecting our population 
against degeneration and saving our national 
peace and quiet from imported turbulence 
and disorder. 


Not a Protection. 

“IT cannot believe that We would be pro- 
tected against these evils by limiting immi- 
gration to those who can read and write in 
any language twenty-five words of our Con- 
stitution. 
Safe to admit a hundred thousand immi- 
grants who, though unable to read and write, 
seek among us only a home and opportunity 
to work, than to admit one of those unruly 
agitators and enemies of governmental con-, 
trol who cannot only read and write, but 
délight in arousing by inflammatory speech 
the illiterate and peacefully inclined to dis- 
content and tumult.- 

“Violence and disorder do not originate 
with illiterate laborers. They are rather 
the victims of the educated agitatcr. The 
ability to read and write as required in this 
bill in and of itself affords, in my opinion, a 
misleading test of contented industry, and 
supplies unsatisfactory evidence of desirable 
citizenship of a proper apprehensicn of the 
benefits of our institutions. If any partic- 
ular element of our illiterate immigration is 
to be feared for other causes-than illiteracy 
these causes should be deelt with directly, 
instead of making illiteracy the pretext of 
exclusion, to the detriment of other illiterate 
immigrants against whom the real cause of 
complaint cannot be alleged. -_ 

Indefinite and Inadequate. 

“The provisions intended to rid that part 
of the proposed legislation already referred 
to from obvious hardship appear to me to be 
indefinite and inadequate. 

“A parem, grandparent, wife, or minor 
child of a qualified immigrant, though una- 
ble to read and write, may accompuny the 
inrmigrant or’ be sent for to join his family 
provided the immigrant is capable of sup- 
porting such relative. These exceptions to 
the general rule of exclusion contained in 
the bill were made to prevert the separation 
of families, and yet neither brothers nor sis- 
ters are provided for. Inorder that relatives 
who are provided for may be reunited those 
stil in foreign lands must be sent for to join 
the immigrant here. 


What Formality? 

“What formality is necessary to consti- 
tute this prerequisite, and how are the facts 
of relationship and that the relative is sent 
for te be established? Are the illiterate 
relatives of immigrants who have come here 
under prior laws entitled to the advantage 
of these exceptions? A husband who can 
read and write and who determines to aban- 
don his illiterate wife abroad will find here 
under this law an absolutely safe retreat. 
The illiterate relatives mentioned must not 
only be sent for, but such immigrant must 
be capable of supporting them when they 
arrive. ‘This requirement proceeds on the 
assumption that the foreign relatives coming 
here are in every case by reason of poverty 
liable to become a public charge unless the 
immigrant is capable of their support. The 
contrary is very often true. And yet, if 
unable to read and write, though quite able 
and willing to support themselves and their 
relatives here besides, they could not be ad- 
mitted under the provisions of this bill if the 
immigrant was impoverished, though the aid 
of his fortunate but illiterate relative might 
be the means of saving him from pauperism., 


wc 


Employment of Aliens. 

“The fourth section of this bill provides 
‘that it shall be unlawful for any male alien 
who has not in good faith made his declara- 
tion before the proper court of his inten- 
tion of his becoming a citizen of the United 
States, to be employed on any public works 
of the United States, or to come regularly 
or habitually into the United States by land 
or water for the purpose of engaging in any 
mechanical trade or manual labor for wages 
or salary, returning from time to time to 
a foreign country. 

“The fifth section provides ‘ that it shall 
be unlawful for any person, partnership, 
company, or incorporation knowingly to em- 
ploy any alien coming into the United States 
in violation of the next preceding section of 
this act.’ 

“The prohibition against the employment 
ef aliens on any public works of the United 
States is in line with other legislation of a 
like character. It is quite a different thing, 
however, to declare it a crime for an alien 
to come regularly and habitually into the 
United States for the purpose of obtaining 
work from: private parties, if such alien re- 
turns from time to time to a foreign coun- 
try, and to constitute any employment of 
such alien a criminal offense. 

‘‘When we consider these provisions of 
the bill in onnection with our long northern 
frontier and the boundaries of several of 
our States and Territories, often but an 
imaginary line separating them from the 
British dominions, and recall the friendly 
integecourse between the people who are 
neighbors on either side, the provisions of 
this bill affecting them must be regarded 
as illiberal, narrow, and un-American.

Washington, D. C., March 3.—After mid- 
night tonight the House agreed to the amend- 
ment to the river and harbor bill relative to 
the extension of the project for the improve- 
ment of the Chicago River. 


Unless vetoed by the President, in which 
case the entire bill will go over to the extra 
session, this means that the $700,000 appro- 
priated two years ago for the improvement 
of the Chicago River will become available 
at last.

Washington, D. C., March 2.—[Copyright, 
1897, by W. R. Hearst.]—The multitude 
that gathered round the inaugural train 
at Canton on Monday evening to speed the 
parting guest was subdued and sympa- 
thetic rather than exuberant or noisily 
demonstrative.

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EXPLOSION [8 A MYSTERY, 


NORTH SIDE IS SHOCKED IN AN UN- 
ACCOUNTABLE MANNER. 


Residents Startled at 10:30 P. M. by 
What They Describe asatTerrific De- 
tonation Off the Shore—Investiga- 
tion by a Tribune Tag Shows No 
Trouble on the Water—Land Queries 
Fail to Locate the Cause—Not in 
Northwest Land Tunnel. 


Mystery envelops an explosion which jarred 
the North Side at 10:30 o'clock last night, 
and investigation by.the police and reporters 
for THE TRIBUNE, both on shore and out on 
the lake, failed to shed any light. on the mat- 
ter. 

It was at first thought an extra charge of 
dynamite in the land tunnel had produced 
the shock, but there was no blasting there 
at the time. 

Then it was thought possible the explosion 
had occurred in the section of the tunnel 
under the lake or that the tug Jesse Spauld- 
ing, loaded with dynamite, had met with 
an accident. 

THE TRIBUNE chartered the tug James Hay 
and at 3 o'clock this morning it found the 
Spalding all right and an hour later had 
plowed its way through the ice floes to the 
lake shaft of the tunnel, where everything 
was found in good shape. | | 

It was at first stated that. a manhole at 
Rush and Superior streets had “let go,”’ 
but the manhole there is under three inches 
of snow and ice, frozen solid to the surface 
of the street. This disproved that rumor. 


People Generally Alarmed. 

When the shock came it startled people in 
houses and on the streets. 

The consensus of opinion was that the ex- 
plosion came from the lake. 

People in the Delaware boat house, direct- 
ly on the lake front, said the building rocked 
as if from an earthquake, the eruption seem- 
ing to come from the water directly in front 
of them. 

A. large number of the residents of the 
entire North Side were greatly excited over 
the terrific explosion. The big detonation 
was followed by two lighter ones. The first 
one was so violent that it sént many of the 
residents along the North Shore drive hurry- 
ing from their homes in terror. 

The sound was of a muffied character, as 
if at a considerable distance, but the earth 
trembled and shook as if from the effect of 
an explosion of a large amount of dynamite. 

The engineer at the Chicago avenue pump- 
ing station said the entire building seemed 
to sway and tremble under the force of the 
terrific concussion. Residents in that vicin-

Police Get to Work. 

As soon as they had recovered from their 
first shock they began calling up the East 
Chicago Avenue Station asking for partic- 
ulars, but the police were no wiser than the 
questioners. They began at once to investi- 
gate the matter. 

Ai first it was thought the explosion 
oceurred in the section of the Northwest 
land -tunnel leading ¢ast ffm Oak street, 
and the mouth of the tunnel was soon sur- 
rgunded by an anxious lot of policemen and 
reporters to learn the particulars of what 
was thought might be a tertible accident. 
But nothing was found to be wrong at this 
point. 

Then inquiries began to be directed at 
other sections of the tunnel, as well as the 
cribs and lighthouses, where it was thought 
an accident might possibly have happened. 

’ Pérhaps on Some Boat. 

The same report, however, was made as 
at the first-named place. Then the theory 
was suggested that the explosion had déc- 
curred on board some vessel out in the lake, 
for it was the general opinion that the deep 
reverberation of the explosion seemed to 
come from the water. Nothing satisfactory, 


however, was established in this direction. } 


An, added confusion was imparted to the 
situation by the statements of policemen 
as far west as the mouth of the tunnel at 
Erie and Kingsbury streets that the sound of 
the explosion seemed to come from some 
point still further west. Few people, how- 
ever, seemed to have noticed the explosion 
in this neighborhood, thus giving color to the 
general impression that the explosion had 
occurred out in the lake. 

The foremer. of the two sections of the tun- 
nel said that no blasts haa been fired since | 
8 o'clock, and the fact that the gang of men 
at work in the interior continued steadily at 
work dissipated the idea that any accident 
had happened in the tunnel.’ 

The steamer Atlanta of the Goodrich line 
left early in the evening with passengers 
and freight for Milwaukee. It was delayed 
for a little time by the ice, but passed out of 
sight before the explosion occurred. 


TO KILL HERSELF AND TWO CHILDREN 


Mrs. William Rollenghoff Disappears | 


\ from Her State Street Home, Leav- 


ing a Warning Note Behind. 


Before disappearing from her home, at 
No. 343 State street, last night, taking her 
two children with her, Mrs. Maggie Rolieng- 
hoff left a note, in which she said her hus- 
band, William, who is a barkeeper at No. 
81@ State street, had mistreated hef, and on 
this account she had decided to end her life. 

The note was found at 6 o'clock last even- 
ing by Jacob Geckerman and Joseph Fox, 
boarders in the house. After reading it, 
they hastened to the Harrison Street Po- 
lice Station and reported the matter. 

Mrs. Rollenghoff,s letter stated that 
she was going to Bartel's Hotel, and would 
there kill her children and herself. Detect- 
ive Rosenthal went to the hotel, but learned 
that no woman answering her description 
had registered. The police feared she might 
have gone to some other hostelry and car- 
ried out her threat. Mrs. Rollenghoff is 35 
years old, and her children are aged, re- 
spectively, 3 months and 2 years. The let- 
ter addressed to “Joe and Jack” said: 
‘*‘Go this evening to the police station, and 
tell them that they will find. us at Bartl’s 
Hotel. I can’t stand this as it is at present. 


I have nothing but a dog’s life with my hus- 


band.”” 

The letter expressed fear that the husband 
would beat and kick the woman, and com- 
plained that the night before he had cried 
out while asleep that he would kill her and 
her children. 

The letter continued: “ There is nothing 
to do but kill myself and children. Then I 
know that they will be taken care of without 
being crippled or butchered by William.

DINNER GIVEN AT WHITE HOUSE, 


Washington, D. C., March 2.—[Special.J—. 
President-elect McKinley kept the first en- 
gagement of his official life in Washington 
by arriving exactly on schedule time from 
Canton this morning. 

The special train that brought him from 
his home came to a stopin the Pennsylvania 
Station at exactly 11 o’clock, having been fif- 
teen and a half hours on the road. 

It was not a fast train, because the Presi- 
dent-elect was not in a hurry, but it wasa 
greater triumphal procession than any mon- | 
arch en route to his coronation ever had. 
All the way from Canton to Washington thé 
passing of the train h been signaled to the 
country by screaming factory whistles, the 
flash from the fires of steel mills and coke 
ovens, by the waving of flags in the hands 
of schooi children, and by the shouts of 
thousands who had come from. villages 
miles away from the railroad to see the train 
pass. Fe 

People jammed themselves into the Penn- 
slyvania Station and in the street adjoining 
to get a glimpse of the new President, and 
from the outskirts of the capital to the 
smoky arches of the depot still larger 
crowds greeted the train.

: Have a Nojsy Night. 

There was little sleeping on board the 
McKinley train last night. The factory 
whistles in the towns through which the 
train passed screeched, and people sat up 
at the-stations all night to see the train. 
Occasionally before daylight this morning 
a band could be heard playing. A single 
note would float through,the open venti- 
lators of the car to the sleepers inside, and 
the band and the town would be left far 
behind before the second blast could catch 


up. 
' The great crowd in the station at Pitts- 
burg-had scarcely disappeared among the 
red and: blue switch lights till the train 
came clanging past the rolling mills and 
coke ovens west of the city. The sight of 
the headlight was the signai to the grimy 
night. workmen in the railroad yardg@ or a 
chorus of whistles from every locomotive in 
the Pennsylvania yards. . 

The engine whistles carried the signal to 
the mills, and just as the train came abreast 
- of them every blast furnace and chimney 
spouted a stream of flame and sparks high 
into the air, and the mill whistles joined in 
with those of the loPomotives. Long after 
the train had passed the whistles could be 
heard in the distance, and just as the sound 
died out, the watchers at another group of 
factories would see the approaching h>ad- 
light and begin where the others had left off. 


Watches the Demonstrations. 


No stop was made between Pittsburg and 
Altoona, but thé train slowed at Johnstown 
long cnough to permit dispatches reporting 
the progress of the train to be handed to the 
messenger. At Altoona another locomotive 
was attached to the train and a fresh crew 
tame on board. Watching the demonstra- 
tions along the route evidently gave the 
President-elect an appetite. His long con- 
finement in the little frame house in Canton 
gave to the sight of the people an additional 
relish. When the train left Pittsburg the 
President-elect went to the dining compart- 
ment, where-a lunch was ready and watched 
the demonstration from there. | 

It was after 12 o’clock before he retired, 
and at 8 o'clock he left his berth and was 
one from the windows and waving his 
hat at the people who were watching for him. 

The train had been thirty minutes late in 
leaving Canton, and had lost ten minutes 
more at Pittsburg through difficulty with 
the steam heating apparatus. When Har- 
risburg was reached at 6:55 o'clock the spe- 
cial had got back to schedule time. 

No-one on the train was stirring at that 
hour but the porters and the cooks in the 
dining car, and they alone saw the crowd 
that had got up early in the morning to see 
the train.

President and Mrs. Cleveland Enter- 
tain the President-Elect—Mra.

Washington, D. C., March 2.—President 
Cleveland and Mrs. Cleveland tonight enter- 
tained at dinner President-elect McKinley. 
The invitation, while not a novelty, is not 
always usual to a change’of administration. 
It was extended through Secretary Porter 
several days ago, but up toa late hour this 
afternoon it was doubtful whether or not it 
could be carried out, owing to the indisposi- 
tion of President Cleveland. Word came

He took his seat, in company 
with Secretary Porter, and was driven in 
a few minutes to the White House. It was 
expected that Mrs. McKinley would ac- 
company her husband to the dinner, but 
owing to the exhaustion that followed the 
exciting events of the journey from Canton 
and the day in Washington she was unable 
to do so. 

At the White House Mr. Porter left the 
President-elect at the inner doorway, and 
the latter entered at once the red parlor, 
where he was greeted cordially by President 
Cleveland, who had been in waiting with 
Mrs. Cleveland for the purpose. ‘Without 
delay dinner was announced. 

There was nothing elaborate about the din- 
ner or the decorations.

Legislative Delegation Gets to Wash- 
ington Afier Its Friends Had , 
Given It Up. 


Washington, D. C., March 2.—[Specia)l.]— 
The missing members of the Illinois Legis- 
lature who ieft Springfield to attend the in- 
auguration last Sunday morning and have 
been somewhere on the road between that 
place and this ever since came in tonight. 

Senators Templeton and Hamilton were 
at their head, and there was a round dozen 
of them in all. They had not been heard of 
from the time a brief notice was published 
in Monday's papers saying they had started, 
and their friends here had begun to wonder 
what had become‘of them. Tom Need?es, 
who came on by himself and in advance, 
was thinking of printing a lost, strayed, or 


stolen adve t in the hope of finding 


their uniforms off, enjoyed themselves in 
various ways. 

They had their troubles, also. The main 
one grew out of procuring horses to ride in 
Thureday’s parade, and that is not settled 
yet. When this trip was first proposed Col. 
James R. B. Van Cleave, Inspector-General 
of the State of Illinois and City Clerk of the 
City of Chicago, volunteered to take charge 
of all the arrangements and be a kind of 
managing director, master of ceremonies, 
and traveling counsel. Part of these self- 
assumed duties consisted of looking afier 
matters here, and among other things he 


‘made a contract with a market gardener out 


in the suburbs for horses for the Governor 
and his staff to ride in the inaugural parade. 

Col. Lambert, who is an old soMier, and 
knows something about military matters, 
had a review this morning of the horses the 
market gardener had gathered together, and 
there was trouble at once. He pronounced 
them utterly useless for parade or any other 
purpose except to haul grocery wagons and 
street cars, the jobs at which of late years 
they had made an honorable if humble liv- 
ing, and said they would not doatall. He 
Gid not think any of them had strength 


ed in their full dress uniforms, and the 
adies with the party took a corresponding 
interest in the proceedings. Probably all, 
or nearly all, of the Colonels have tried the 
effect of their dazzling uniforms before a 
mirror in private, but they never came out in 
public with them before, and the result was 
more or less embarrassment. 

Their main trouble was with the heavy 
gold aiguillettes which loop up on the left 
side, and Capt. Swift, ©. S. A., who is mili- 
tary instructor to the staff, had his first 
taste of work today in showing his pupils 


how the aiguillettes ought to be looped.: 


Some of the Colonels took kindly to his in- 
structions and soon had their loops hung 
all right and their swords at the proper 
angle, but others were not so teachable. 

Col. Gates lost all patience with the orna- 
ments and declared they wefe a nuisance, 
in the way, served no valuable purpose, and 
were nothing but gewgaws anyhow. He 
looped his behind his back, up under his 
right arm, and when remonstrated with by 
the properly horrified Gen.. Reece declared 
it was the best scheme he could find, as it 
got the ‘“‘ blaméed things" out of the way 
and that was the main thing he was after. 
Finally his were arranged like the others 
and peace reigned once more in the Lilinols 
camp.

MeKinley’s Escort Arrives. 


Troop A of the Ohio National Guard, the 
crack organization from Cleveland that is 
to act as escort to McKinley, arrived in 
Washington today. It is as fine a looking 
body of young men as can be found any- 
where, in uniform or out. This is the 
famous organization that has done post duty 
on many occasions heretofore for Presi- 
dents, Governors, and others of high rank. 
The troopers all appear to be between the 
ages of 21 and 35, and are a stalwart, manly- 
looking lot, the pick of Cleveland’s citizen- 
ship. That they are men of means is shown 
by the preparations they made for this great 
occasion. 

New uniforms and accoutrements through- 
out are but a detail. Other incidentals were 
eighty coal-black chargers for officers and 
men, and two snow-white horses for the 
trumpeters. Besides this, a special train 
was engaged to bring the troop to this city. 
The discipline of the troop is exceeding se- 
vere while off onatriplikethis. Should any

EXCURSIONISTS OFF FOR WASHINGTON. 


Chicago Contingent Leaves for the 
» Capital fo Witness Presidential 
Inauguration Ceremonies. 


There was an exodus of patriotic citizens 
toward Washington yesterday, but the Chi- 
cago contingent who will witness the in- 
auguration ceremonies tomorrow was not by 
any means as strong, numerically, as early 
plans indicated. Nine clubs were repre- 
sented in the special trains and cars which 
left during the afternoon on the different 
Eastern roads. 

The Cook County Republican Marching 
club departed at 2 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon for Washington over the Monon. It 
was not so largea party as had been counted 
upon, and at the last moment it was learned 
that three, instead of seven, cars were 
adequate to convey all the members who 
were prepared to make thetrip. But three 
cars, containing members of the Chicago 
Press club and members of the Hamilton 
club, besides a special car for President H. 
Dorsey Patton of the Marching clubanda 
few members of the Lincoln club, made up 
a very respectable showing. Such was the 
train which pulled out of the Polk Street 
Depot at 2 o'clock. 

All did not go as well with this excursion 
as its promoters had expected. Mayor Swift 
was to have been in the party, and at one 
time it was confidently predicted that all 
seven of the cars comprising the train would 
be filled by members of the Marching club. 
But when the final day came, one, and then 
another, decided that he could not spare the 
time. Finally but eighty-eight members and 
twenty-eight’ women appeared at the depot. 

Another circumstance that tended to make 
the departure less exciting was that no band 
was taken. The club learned that it could 
secure the Chicago Marine Band in Wash- 
ington without paying the cost of trans- 
portation, and so in this manner the mem- 
bers were able to save a pretty penny. 

At the rear of the train was a private car 
containing a party of fourteen. Mr. and 
Mrs. E. M. Craig were to have been of this 
party. Mrs. Craig did not arrive in time, 
and against the excited protests of H. Dor- 
sey Patton, who thought it an outrage that 
the train should start without the whole 
party, it pulled out of the depot. The last 
seen of Mr. Patton he was standing on the 
lowest step of the rear platform, expostu- 
lating with the stationmaster, although the 
latter was quite out of hearing. 

Members of the Press club had enviable 
quarters on this train. Three cars were set 
aside for them, and before the start was 
made the buffet portions were filled to over- 
flowing with provisions of all kinds.

JENSEN BLACKMAIL CASE HANGS FIRE. 


Sunday Observance League's Ex-De- 
tective in Court—Secretary Clark 
Disavows Operative’s Action. 


Charles L. Jensen, a private detective re- 
cently employed by the Sunday Observance 
League, was before Justice Kehoe at the 
Desplaines Street police court yesterday to 
answer the charge of blackmailing preferred 
against him by Cite Cohn, a saloonkeeper 
at No. 219 West Randolph street. The pros- 
ecuting witness did not appear until after 
court adjourned and Policeman Mills, who 
made the arrest, said he understood the pros- 
ecution would not be pressed. 

The Rev. W. W. Clark, Secretary of the 
Sunday Observance League, was present. 
He disavowed Jensen's action and asked 
Mills to testify what he knew, as he, Clatk, 
wanted to make a statement to the court. 
The case was continued until March 12. 
Jensen was represented by Attorneys Swenie 
and Harris, who are the attorneys of the 
Retail Liquor Deajers’ Association. 

Jensen is no longer on the pay-roll of the 
league and his contract has been canceled 
by Secretary Clark, but he has several me- 
mentos of his brief employment. 

Jensen’s credentials from the league read 
as follows: 

“Chicago, Jan. 30, 1897.—Mr. Charles L. 
Jensen—Dear Sir: I hereby request you to se- 
cure evidence as to the following persons 
keeping their saloons open on Sunday and 
gambling being carried on in said saloons, 
and also selling liquors to minors, and for 
each conviction obtained by you or through 
your evidence, we will pay you $3 so soon as 
we can secure the amount needed for that 
purpose. W. W. CLARK, Secretary.”’ 

Appended was a list of Aldermanic saloon- 
keepers. 

Another memento preserved by Jensen isa 
list of prospective jurymen, drawn up, as he 
asserts, by W. W. Clark. 

When asked about this allegation that he 
hadattemptedtosecure for jurymen men he 
knew would convict saloonkeepers for vio- 
lation of the Sunday ordinance, Mr. Clark 
indignantly made this explanation: 

““I had no thought of packing a jury. I 
said if respectable business-men could be ob- 
tained, who would act in accordance with 
the law and evidence, I would prefer to try 
the cases at Justice Hoglund’s court, as I 
had entire confidence in his integrity. I 
looked in a drawer where I throw business 
cards and took outa package. I wrote down 
the first names I came to of business-men 
of whom I had heard. 

** I did not intend that the constable should 
summon these particular men; I simply gave 
their names as samples of the kind of men 
I would prefer to have try the cases I in- 
tended to bring. I had not said anything 
to any one of them about serving on the 
jury. . The arrest of Jensen on the charge of 
réceiving $5 from a saloonkeeper against 
whom no warrant had been issued brought 
the league into discredit. 

** Jensen insisted on pocketing the war- 
rants issued against Ald. Coughlin, Rogers, 
Haas, Bennett, Powers, and two other sa- 
loonkeepers until Justice Hoglund demanded 
that he return them to the office.’’ 

Jensen was given to understand, he says, 
that there would be as much of a surplus of 
money as soon as a few convictions had been 
had as there is now a deficit in the treasury, 
the Secretary’s two years’ arrears of salary 
would be paid, and he, Jensen, would secure 
permanent employment. 

Jensen declares he used the money se- 
cured from Cohn to pay two young men to 
procure evidence against the Aldermen. 

Secretary Clark admitted the league had 
not prospered financially during the last 
two years, but he said it had done as well

FITZ AND CORBETT STUDY NEW 
SMASHES whe COMING BATTLE, 


‘Lanky Bob” Gives an Exhibition of 
a Right Hand Straight Lead Which 
He Is Practicing to Use on His Op- 
ponent, a Mixture of Hook and 
Cross-Counter—Jim Has Some El- 
bow Upper Cuts in Store for the 
Cornishman.

Carson, Nev., March 2.—({Copyright, 1897, 
by W. R. Hearst.}—Snow and rain will not 
hinder the fighters at Carson on the 17th. 
Architect Donahue, who took the model of 
his arena from the Coliseum, has slightly 
reversed the custom of the ancient Ro- 
mans, who sat under canopies. The spec- 
tators at Carson will sit in the sun or 
snow, as the case may be, but above the 
heads of the fighters, borne aloft by four 
stout rods of iron twelve feet high, there 
will be a handsome canopy to protect them 
from the weather. 

A sight was taken from all parts of the 
arena yesterday, and it has shown that the 
canopy would not interfere with any spec- 
tator’s view. Stuart is pleased at the solu- 
tion of this problem, for it had given him 
some bother. He is rapidly recovering from 
his sickness, and this morning put on some 
clothes and sat in the sunshine that has 
begun to make Carson comfortable though 
muddy. 

The erection of the arena is not all fun 
for the architect. There has been a steady 
rise of prices on the work, till now good 
carpenters are being paid $5 for a day’s 
work and poor ones $4.50. Just half a mill- 
ion feet of raw lumber has to be putin place 
before March 16, and it would not do to 
delay by fighting high wages. 

Would Not Give Odds. 

I spent part of yesterday with Corbett, 
and seeing his work and hearing the enthu- 
siastic talk of his trainers thought he could 
not lose. 

After an hour with Fitzsimmons this morn- 
ing I am not anxious to put all my small 
estate on Jim, certainly not at odds. And, 
right here, why should there be any odds on 
one man? Each‘is a good judge of the oth- 
er, and, if both are willing to fight on even 
terms and back themselves with their own 
money, as they are said to be doing, why 
should the public make one such a hot fa- 
vorite? 

Fitzsimmons made a better showing than 
Corbett with Sharkey. I saw both him and 
Corbett try the sailor. Corbett has the 
better of Fitzsimmons as regards science 
and knows more about ring tactics, but 
those extra seven and a half inches around 
the chest that Fitzsimmons possesses surely 
mean something. 

Corbett is in good condition to stay fora 
fast two-hours’ fight.- I know this, and am 
not taking any one’s word for it. I saw him 
yesterday afternoon for one hour without an 
instant’s cessation box five men who tried 
three minutes at atime. Taking on twenty 
practically fresh men in an hour and taking 
no rest at all proved to me that his wind is 
good. 

I saw good, big men like Jefferies come 
into the dressing-room after their three min- 
utes puffing and panting, for Jim makes 
them work for all that is out and will not 
keep .a slow man with him. At tBe same 
time Corbett was not puffing at all, except 
during the very heavy rallies. 

I did not, however, see Corbett’s victory 
so plain after looking at Fitz this morning, 
and 1 was a bit shaken ‘last night when he 
went against the punching machine, putting 
up 800 pounds with a clean right-hand 
smash and 700 pounds with hisleft. A game 
man with a fifty-inch chest and an 800-pound 
right-hand smash, and a man who has 
knocked out three men with. short-arm 
punches is not the man I want to lay any 
odds against, especially as I know that Cor- 
bett intends to mix things with him from 
the first opening. 

What first impressed me with Fitz today 
was the size and variety of muscles he con- 
stantly brought into play. Corbett has been 
studying out some new elbow upper cut 
hooks for Fitz and the latter has got a few 
new punches for Corbett, any one of which 
might end the fight. Fitzsimmons explained 
and illustrated one for a right-hand straight 
lead which his opponent is supposed to have 
avoided by left evasion. : 

Fitz’s New Blow. 

At the instant that Fitz’s hand began to 
go past his opponent he made a sudden turn 
of the elbow and changed the blow to a sort 
of mixture of hook and cross counter. It 
was done so quickly that my description may 
be inaccurate. Fitz laughingly declined to 
“repeat it. 

He showed me a modification of the same 
idea, starting a blow at the stomach and 
changing it to an upper hook in the jaw and 
that took a 200-pound man off his feet. Such 
hits from an ordinary boxer would not 
amount to anything, but Fitz has muscles 
that give him unusual power in hitting from 
the elbow and even from the forearm. 

It is true that Corbett can smash the stom- 
ach of any man who closes with him. But 
Fitz can also pay attention to his oppo- 
nent’s head under like conditions that are 


dangerous. These are the things taat make 
trouble about. breaking from clinches so 
important. 


Corbett calculates to clinch, ise the left 
or right elbow jab in the breakaway, and 
then clinch again. That is one of the things 
he practices with McVey, and while his 
blow is not a knockout, it is nasty enough 
to give him an opening forone. Fitz has a 
different idea; in fact, he has many of them. 


Mrs. Corbett Arrives. 


The event of the day was the arrival of 
Mrs. Corbett and Corbett’s sister, Theresa 
All the town was there and every inch of 
room on sheds and freight cars from which 
the train could be seen was occupied by 
photographers, who were once more around. 

Corbett arose at 7 o’clock sharp and ate 
a big breakfast, the greater portion of which 
was a “ Truckee” silver trout, presentcd 
to him by Ald. Dempsey. He drove to town 
with his brother Joe and got there consid- 
erably ahead of time, and had quite a long 
wait for the train. 

Fitz sawed and split wood this morning for 
about an hour; then he put on a white sweat- 
er, tweed trousers, and tan shoes and an- 
nounced his intention of racing Photogra- 
pher Bushnell into town. Bushnell had a 
fairly good trotter and a light bugzy, in 
which were himself, his assistant, and a lot 
of photographic material. The road wus 
heavy, still Bushnell’s horse ought to havo 
had the best of it. But Fitz showed that he 
is a good long-distance runner dy beating ihe 
team into town by a dozen yards. The horse 
was reeking hot. 

Bushnell took the time at exactly twerty- 
one minutes, which was fast, considerlic 
that Cook’s ranch is about three miles from 
town and the roads are deep clay in places. 
Fitz was highly elated with his victory. 
Stelzner, Fitz’s trainer, started for town 
the same time as his chief, but a quarter of 
an hour later he had not made his appear- 
ance in Carson. The first view of him was 
taken as he was seen seated on a lumber 
wagon. 

Fitzsimmons ran around for a time, se- 
lected some steaks and chops, and then 
trotted back to Cook’s ranch for lunch.

This 
stands to reason. 

I know that I thrive on hard, rapid work, 
and lots of it. But I have the best trainers 
in the business, and when they urged me to 
rest a day I asquiesced. I kept close tab on 
myself all forenoon on your request to note. 

Was like a hen on a griddle or a man on 
a 100 to 1 shot, and after the rest I found 
myself gaping, yawning, and stretching my

Hence, I take it to bea testimonial of fidel- 
ity to my undertaking when such astute 
trainers as Billy Delaney and Charley White, 
and friends and admirers become solicitous 
on the score of too much work. Itcertainly 
indicates a general belief that nothing has 
been neglected on my part to win the battle. 

The truth of the whole matter is I am 
of too nervous a temperament to shirk labor, 
and understand my constitution and powers 
too well to do too much or suffer myself to 
grow stale during a period of training. 

My brother Joe and I drove to Carson 
bright and early this morning to meet my 
wife and sister. Nothing has pleased me se 
much for a long time as my wife’s comments 
on my appearance. She was very enthusi- 
astic over my improvement. My sister said 
that I had not looked so young or so well 
in years,

HEAVY BETTING ON FIGHT IN GOTHAM 


Largest Amount of Money Shown That 
Has Ever Been’ Offered on 
a Fight. 


New York, March 2.—[Special.]—The heav- 
iest betting on the fight since the books were 
opened was made today, and if the big 
wagers are continued until the day of the 
fight a quarter of a million dollars will 
surely change hands in this city alone on 
the result. 

So much money has never before heen 
offered on a fight. 

Corbett’s admirers are legion, and are 
willing wagerers om his ability to win, but’ 
they have not the money that Fitzsimmons’ 
followers can produce. Consequently it is 
not surprising to see the betting fluctuate. 

On Saturday the Corbett people sent their 
money down the line and forced the price 
down to 100 to 70. This was caused, it is 
said, because the Fitzsimmons syndicates 
had sent several large commissions to Hot 
Springs, where 2 to 1 was being offered on 
Corbett. On Monday and last night, how- 
ever, the big bettors got to work, and soon 
the price was quoted at 100 to 80 on Corbett. 

Some of the big wagers made were: $1,500 
to 3,000 by Billy Conners with Tobe Wall 
over the wire to Hot Springs that Fitz will 
win; Fred Walbaum bet $1,000 to $500 with 
Ike Thompson on Corbett; Bob Lyon $1,000 
to $2,000 with John Condon of Chicago on 
Fitz; Ed Marks $1,000 to $800 with Jake 
Josephs on Corbett; Cholly Evans, the 
comedian, made two bets of $600 to $500 on 
Corbett’s chances; Frank Abraham placed 
$480 against $600 with Jake Shipsey on Fitz- 
simmons, while T. W. Warden wagered.

EXPRESS OFFICES WILL BE UNITED. 


Adams and American Companies Ar- 
range to Reduce Expenses in Small 
Cities by Consolidating. 


Aurora, Ill, March 2.—[{Special.J—It is 
understood that the officers of the American 
and Adams Express companies in Aurora, 
as ‘well as in many other cities are to be 
consolidated as a matter of reducing ex- 
penses and the two will be operated under 
one management, the consolidation to take 
effect April 1. 

The express companies as well as other 
lines of business have suffered from financial 
and business depression, and the Adams and 
American companies, both of which have 
oftices in many cities like Aurora, have, it 
is said, perfected the above arrangement. 

In case the consolidation goes into ef- 
fect in Aurora it is reported that the Au- 
rora business will be managed by A. F. 
Perceful, present agent for the Adams com- 
pany, and that H. E. Engelbracht of the 
American company will be transferred to 
some Minnesota city. 


It is the present intention of the American’ 
and Adams Express companies to consoli- 
date their local agencies in those small } 
towns where the business has suffered so 
much within recent months that it does not 
justify the companies in maintaining their 
separate agencies. General Manager A. An- 
tisdel of the American says that it is only a 
temporary expedient and that it is in a 
large measure experimental. Thus far. the 
consolidation has been made in about twen- 
ty townsin the Western district. Mr. Antis- 
del said: 

‘This is a measure of economy which we 
are trying in those towns where the busi- 
ness does not justify us in keeping up sep- 
arate agencies. About two montha ago we 
suggested the matter to the Adams people 
and they were disposed to try it. This is 
not, however, a move towards consolidation 
of the companies. It has only to do with 
the local agencies, the business being kept 
separate, just as before.

Carson, Nev., March 2.—[{Special.}—Cor- 
bett and Fitzsimmons will settle the cham- 
pionship of the world in the same ring in 
which Corbett fought Sailor Tom Sharkey, 
and in which Fitz had his noted engagement 
with the same opponent in San Francisco. 

This was decided today. Over a hundred 
propositions to build the ring, with as many 
different suggestions and specifications, have 
“been sent in. 

Architent P. J. O’Donohoe and W. K. 
Wheelock had a conference with Dan Stuart 
this morning. 

“We have had any number of sugges- 
tions,”” said*«the architect to Dallas Dan, 
“and believe the ring, ropes, stakes, and 
padding in which Sharkey fought both Cor- 
bett and Fitz in San Francisco the most 
practical and safest.’’ 

“ Then get them,” was all that Stuart said. 
Wheelock at once telegraphed for the para- 
phernalia, and it will be shipped here from 
San Francisco in the morning.

The Consuls asked the Greek Consul how 
he intended to accomplish his mission. He 
explained he would go to the camp of Col. 
Vassos, the Greek commander, and gét 
authority sufficient to save the people when 
the fort was taken. The foreign Consuls 
woujd mot consent to have their influence 
‘lessened; and answered that the entente 
between Col. Vassos and the Admirals 
would be sufficient. 

Today Skouses, the Greek Foreign Minis- 
ter, telegraphed the Consul to go to the 
scene and do eyerything in his power to 
see the population of Candamo is protected 
when the place is captured. The Greeks 
afe putting the Turks to shame by re- 
turning all prisoners of war. 


Deliberate Falsehood. 


The statement of the British Foreign Un- 
. der Secretary that his government had no 
detailed protest from Greece about the bom- 
bardment is a deliberate falsehood. Two 
days after the bombardment Greece tele- 
graphed a brief protest to the powers. Next 
day the Foreign Minister telegraphed the 
tollowing dispatch to the Greek Ministers at 
all European capitals, following which the 
Greek-representatiwe at Lendon replied he 
iad “®mnmunicated it to the British Under 
Vore Secretary:

Salisbury and other high authorities during 
the last year that the only possible solution 
of this question is by the sword. It is only 
a week ago that Mr. Balfour assured the 
Commons in the most solemn language that 
a general’ European war was inevitable if 
it was attempted to partitiom the Turkish 
Empire. 

Greece Given Six Days to Withdraw. 

The exact limits of the long pending agrec- 
ment of the powers wero made known to- 
night. It was decided to send two notes 
to the Greek Government, the first of which 
was delivered in Athens this evening. It 
requests Greece to withdraw its troops and 
fleet from Crete within six days. .-No threats 
are made in this communication. 

If, however, the mandate be disobeyed, 
the second note will be dispatched, notify- 
ing the intention to employ coercion unless 
the demand be promptly complied with. 

It is now a matter of practical certainty 
and it is understood by the powers them- 
eelves that Greece will refuse to yield either 
to the request or the threat. It is expected 
further that in the event of any pressure 
whatever from the powers it will declare 
war against Turkey and within a few days 
begin a campaign in Macedonia and Thes- 
saly. 

Powers Not in Harmony. 

It.is virtually admitted that the powers 
are not prepared for any such exigency and 
it is scarcely hoped that they will be able 
to deal with it in harmony; in fact, it is now 
an -open secret that they have been able to 
reach the present point of agreement only 
with the greatest difficulty, and that the 
bonds which held them together at this mo- 
ment are of the weakest description. 

The situation, indeed, is so threatening 
that the government made it known private- 
ly to the leaders of the opposition today, so 
it stated in the lobbies of the House, that it 
would be unwise and unpatriotic to em- 
barrass them by serious criticism. 

The debate on Crete, therefore, was opened 
by Sir Willlam Vernon Harcourt in a 
speech so mild and colorless that it aston- 
ished his followers until the explanation was 
privately circulated. 

It should be added that many members of 
the opposition do not share the government 
belief that a general war would follow hos- 
tilities between Greece and Turkey and in 
the Balkans. Several days of inactivity 
may, at all events, be expected before any 
decisive step will be taken, and the tension 
may rélax in the interval. 


‘Great Preparations for War. 

Great Britain meantime, following the 
example of Russia, has begun extraordinary 
preparations for any eventuality. Dispatches 
from all the navy-yards in the kingdom to- 
night say that. work has been begun in every 
deparfthent-on even a greater scale than 
when the flying squadron was suddenly 
equipped for sea a year ago. 


SALISBURY SAYS THE POWERS AGREE. 


He Sympathizes with the Cretans, but 
Existing Conditions Must Be 
« Maintained at Present. 


London, March 2.+The Earl of Kimberley, 
the Liberal leadér, called attention in the 
House of Lords today to the Cretan policy 
of the government. He argued that it would 
have been wiser and safer to join Crete to 
Greece, and held that under any circum- 
stances the Turkish troops should be with- 
drawn from the island simultaneously with 
those of Greece. | 

Lord. Salisbury, replying for the govern- 
ment, said the policy which was foreshad- 
owed on Thursday was in, the main that 
which had been accepted by the powers. - 

Continuing, his Lordship explained that 
there was not, however, complete unanimity 
in regard to the withdrawal of the Turkish 
troops, and he added that Crete would not 
be joined to Greece. The Premier thought 
the question should be deferred for quieter 
and more deliberate consideration. 

His Lordship then said that.he sympathized 
with the Cretans and desired to see an-end 
put to their oppression, but it was the duty 
of the government to maintain the existing 


+ conditions until they saw the way to a safe, 


peaceful issue therefrom. 

In conclusion Lord Salisbury said: 

**] can assure the House that we are re- 
solved upon an effective autonomy for Crete, 
whereby is meant the withdrawal, of the 
arbitrary power of Turkey.” 

The House of Commons was crowded today 
when the Liberal leader, Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt, moved that they adjourn in order 
to call attention to the Cretan situation. He 
asked if the powers had consented to the 
British proposals, or if the latter had been 
modified, and said that there was no hope 
for Crete:unless Tufkey was substantially 
removed. The Cretans, he continued, wanted 
unjon with Greece, and he advocated the an- 
nexation of Crete to Greece: He expressed 
sympathy with the action of the Greeks, and 
warned the government that it had entered 
upon a path where it was not its own master, 
and asserted that it might-be forced to deeds 
against which the conscience of the English 
nation might revolt. Sir William further re- 
marked that the opposition reserved the 
right to pass judgment upon these transac- 
tions, 

Mr. Curzon, the Parliamentary Secretary 
for the Foreign Office, replied. He said that 
the policy of the government was to thor- 
oughly reconstruct the administration of 
Crete and mitigate the authority of the Sul- 
tan. Mr. Curzon assured the House that the 
government which would be established in 
Crete could displace thé Turkish Govern- 
ment, tholigh until the new gendarmerie 
was éstablished the Turkith troops would 
need to remain in occupation. 

Mr. Balfour defended the European con- 
cert. It Was a mistake, hé said, to suppose 


that England unaided -could have exerted 


pressure -upon the Porte because other pow- 
ers would have resisted such an attempt, 
and; if Turkey and Greéete had been left to 
fight out. the question between them Crete 
would have beeh ground under the heel of 
Ottoman dominion instead of being, as now, 
on the verge of autonomy. 

After hearing the statement of Mr. Bal- 
four for the government Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt withdrew his motion.

REVOLT OF THE TURKISH GENDARMES. 


They Riot Beenuse They Are Not Paid, 
and the Foreign Marines Fire 
Upon Them. 


Canea, March 2,—Turkish gendarmes, com- 
posed of Albanians and Bosnians, are fifteen 
months in arrears in their pay. Yesterday 
they refused to go on duty, and today they 
seized their officers and imprisoned them in 
the Governor's palace, upon a report gaining 
currency that the officers had received their 
pay and intended to leave the island. 

.The officers tried to escape, and the 
mutineers fired upon them. Col. Sulelman 
Bey has since died of his wounds. 

The mutineers then barricaded themselves 
in the barracks. The Italian and German 
detachments fired volleys under the windows, 
and the Briktisn commander was just order- 
ing his detachment to fire when a white flag 
was thrust out of a window. 

The British and Austrian officers there- 
upon held a short parley with the mutineers, 
eventually resulting in the surrender of the 
latter. 

Foreign Consulates Threatened. 

The Museulmans of Canea aré so incensed 
and excited at the danger of their co- 
religionists that the lives of Europeans are 
in danger, and the foreign consulates are 
threatened. 

Insurgents Join Regulars. 
The insurgents affected a junction with

BAYARD WITH THE TURK 


HE APPROVES SALISBURY’S PLAN TO 
COPRCE THE GREEKS. 


Unusual Statement by the American | 
a Great Farewell : 


Ambassador at 
Dinner Given Him in London by the 
Lord Mayor—Indorsement of the 
Policy of the British Premier in the 
Cretan Affair—Remarkable Affair in 
Other Ways. 


{SPECIAL CABLE BY H. R. CHAMBERLAIN. ]} 
London, March 2.—The farewell banquet 
to the United States Ambassador, given by 
the Lord Mayor at the Mansion House this 
evening, was beyond question one of the 
finest compliments ever paid to an Amer- 
ican outside his own country. A similar 
testimonial given to Mr. Phelps just before 
his retirement from the American mission 
here is the only occasion in the history of 
London with which it can be compared. 

There were present 300 men, nearly every 
one of whom is distinguished in English 
politics, art, or letters, and they gave ample 
evidence of the genuine sympathy, esteem, 
and friendship which they felt toWard the 
guest of the evening. 

It did not need Lord Salisbury’s assur- 
ance to me in private conversation during 
the reception which followed the banquet 
that he personally, and all England, were 
most sincere in their regret at the retirement 
of Mr. Bayard from his present post. 

The English estimate, in fact, of the re- 
tiring Amabssador and his work here found 
fitting expression in tonight’s almost fulsome 
tributes expressed by the Lerd Mayor, the 
Prime Minister, Lord Peel, and Lord Her- 
schel. There remains the American esti- 
mate, which, of course, was but slightly rep- 
resented at the Mansion House tonight. 


Disconcerts the Americans. 

Two points in Mr. Bayard’s speech some- 
what surprised and disconcerted the Ameri- 
cans present. The greater part of his ad- 
dress was devoted to those familiar plati- 
tudes upon brotherly love between the En- 
glish-speaking fleoples which the American 
Ambassador has found so suddenly popular 
in this country the last few months, and 
which he has sung so tunefully and mourn- 
fully in season and out of season. Finally 
he ventured upon the dangerous ground of 
the crisis in the East, and went so far as to 
imply his indorsement of Lord Salisbury’s 
policy toward Crete. _ 7 

He alluded to the Prime Minister as a 
Statesman who had had vast experience in 
judging events and situations in their proper 
portion, and who sought to do right, “‘ even 
when the scale of duty bends under things he 
cannot fail to regret.”’ 

Mr. Bayard not only indorsed the pending 
arbitration treaty, but pleaded for even closer 
relationship, saying “‘ there should be mut- 
ual good will, and, if needs be, mutual sup- 
port between the two countries.”’ 

This sentiment was warmly applauded.

to our national aspirations.

Department has been informed that diplo- 
matic relations between Venezuela and 
Great Britain, which were interrupted some 
years ago, have been restored, and that 
Juan Pietrie, the present Venezuelan Min- 
ister to Germany, has been transferred to 
Great Britain. This will leave but one step 
to wind up the whole embarrassing and crit- 
ical Venezuelan controversy, the assured 
ratification by the Venezuelan Congress of 
the arbitration agreement. 


BIG SUM FOR THE BRITISH NAVY. 


Admiralty Estimate for the Year Over 
$100,000,000 and Will Make 108 
Ships Building. 


London, March 2.—The statement of the 
First Lord of the Admiralty, G. J. Goschen, 
on the navy estimates for 1897-’98 was issued 
tonight. The expenditures are placed at 
£21,838,000 sterling (over $100,000,000), being 
an increase of £15,000 ($60,000) over the last 
year’s estimates. Four battleships, three 
third-class cruisers, two sloops, four gun- 
boats, two torpedo destroyers, and a new 
royal yacht will be commenced, making 108 
ships building, of which number sixty-six 
will be completed during the year. There 
will be also an increase of 6,179 men/amd 121 
Officers in the navy.

SUBSTITUTE POR RUBBER DISCOVERED 


California Man Finds a Way to Make 
a Substance toe Replace it at One- 
Quarter the Cost. 


San Franciseg, Cal., March 2.—[{Special.]— 
A young asteaiiner man of Santa Rosa has 
discovered a substitute for rubber, which, it 
is said, can be produced cheaply, and will 
answer for any purpose for which rubber is 
now us¢d. 

It comes from a tree which grows abun- 
dantly in Sonoma County, and which has 
been named the “ oleo elastica,” because of 
its yield of a considerable amount of gum. 
my substance. It is this substance that 


seems to promise to revolutionize the rub- 


ber business. The gum is procured from a 
transverse incision in the large root. The 
juice flows rapidly from the first ten to fif- 
teen minutes, and after two or three days’ 
exposure a layer resembling 
formed. Over this another layer of rubber 
gradually forms. 

For every pound of juice one ounce of a se- 
cret composition or solution is added for 
the purpose of “ curing ”’ and hastening the 
process of oxygenation. Like genuine rub- 
ber, this crust is tenacious and elastic In its 
natural state. It will vulcanizé like rubber, 
and, being a. non-conductor of electricity, it 
may be employed for insulating telegraph 
and other lines which transmit electricity. 
Capital has been interested, and arrange- 
ments are being made to produce the new 
‘rubber ” on a large scale. It is stated that 
it ean be produced in practically unlimited 


quantities at less than one-quarter the cost | 


of pure rubber.

Mr. Bauer repeated this to the Spanish 
Government, and ever since has been sub- 
jected to such insult and annoyance that 
he strenuously begged to be recalled from 
Madrid. This request the Rothschilds also 
declined. 

The same informant assures me that the 
Queen Regent of Spain has busied herself 
for the last month or two in sending by 
express to her home in Austria all the 
money she has been able to save, as well 
as all her jewels. The Bank of England 
is said to have received a considerable por- 
tion of her fortune.

OLNEY’S ORDERS NOT FORTHCOMING. 


Secretary and President Do Not Deem 
It Advisable to Transmit Them 
to the Senate. 


Washington, D. C., March 2.—The Presi- 
dent today sent to the Senate a report made 
by Secretary Olney on the resolution request- 
ing the correspondence in the case of Dr. 
Ricardo Ruiz. The report suggests the in- 
advisability of supplying the correspond- 
ence at this time, which suggestion the Pres- 
ident indorses, saying that it would be “ In- 
compatible with the ‘public interest to do so 
pending the public and exhaustive investiga- 
tion about to be instituted.”” The President 
adds the suggestion “‘ that the Consul-Gen- 
eral should have professional aid in such in- 
vestigation, though that matter, together 
with the selection of the particular persons 
to act with him, properly devolves upon my 
successor in office.’’ 

Instead of transmitting the official corre- 
spondence the Secretary supplies an account 
of his own composition covering the essen- 
tial facts in the case. 

He details Ruiz’s arreston Feb. 4, of which 
he says the department was immediately in- 
formed, but that nothing more was heard of 
the matter until Feb. 17, when the Consul- 
General reported that Ruiz had been found 
dead. He says the department had assumed 
that the case was being attended to during 
this interim and that a demand would be 
made that the prisoner should be put in 
communication with friends, but that it 
afterwards developed that no such demand 
had been made, and the prisoner had re- 
mained constantly in solitary confinement. 
The circumstances attending the death were 
such as to lead to a demand for immediate 
investigation. 

The. conclusions of the official reports of 
the two governments as to the manner of 
Ruiz’s death being radically conflicting, the 
Secretary says another open and thorough 
investigation seemed to this government in- 


dispensable, and that the Spanish Govern- 


ment concurred in this view. : 
.The Secretary incloses a copy of Minister 
de Lome’s letter acceding to this request. 


TWO HUNDRED SPANIARDS KILLED. 


Bloody Engagement Between Com- 
mands of Gen. Rodrigues and 
Gen. Morales Is Reported.

Jacksonville, Fla., March 2.—[{Special.]J— 
From all reports a bloody and fierce engage- 
ment occurred someé thirty miles southwest 
of Havana on Friday or Sunday. Gen. Rod- 
riguez was in command of the insurgents 
and Col. Morales commanded the detach- 
ment of 600 Spanish soldiers.

DALZELL DEFENDS JUSTICE SHIRAS. 


Answer to Criticism of the Latter's 
Course in the Income Tax 
Case. 


Washington, D. C., March 2.—The House 
session was a dull grind of routine, save for 
an hour when Mr. Dalzell (Rep., Pa.) made 
an elaborate defense of Justice Shiras of 
the Supreme Court, who was attacked a 
fortnight ago in the House for the alleged 
reversal of his position on the income tax 


question when the case was before the Su-/ 


preme Court. / 

Mr. Dalzell was vitriolic. He commented 
sarcastically on the *‘ elegant and classic ”’ 
language employed by Mr. McMillin when 
the latter spoke of having penetrated the 
“thick skin’ of Justice Shiras. He pro- 
ceeded to pay a high tribute to the Justice, 
whom he described as a ‘high-minded, 
honorable, scholarly, and accomplished gen- 
tleman and a righteous Judge, His whole 
life was an answer to every insinuation, 
high or low.’”” He went on to declare that, 
after all, there was absolutely no warrant 
for the charge that Justice Shiras had 
changed his mind in the tncome tax decision. 
The charge, he said, was based “‘ on a lying 
report of Popocratic newspaper reporters in 
a Popocratic newspaper.” 

He reviewed the two decisions. Four ques- 
tions were involved in the first decision. One 
of them was as to the constitutionality of 
an income tax on real estate. Six of the 
Judges—Chief Justice Fuller, Justices Field, 
Gray, Brown, Brewer, and Shiras—decided 
such a tax was unconstitutional unless it 
was apportioned according to population. 
The court stood 6 to 2. When the rehear- 
ing occurred, the question then being as 
to whether income on personal, not real, es- 
tate, was taxable, the court stood 5 to 3 that 
it was unconstitutional. The five were Chief 
Justice Fuller, Justices Field, Gray, Brewer, 
and Shiras. Justice Brown abandoned the 
majority. Justice Shiras’ name was in both 
lists. He had not changed his mind. Afte¢ 
this explanation Mr. Dalzell called on the 
other side to retract manfully the charges 
so frequently heard on the stump last year. 
Iie warned the Democratic member that a 
reaffirmation of the charge would not be a 
satisfactory reply to the American people. 
The people loved justice, and they would not 
look lightly on @ reiteration of this attack 
on the most august political tribunal in the 
land and on a man who had always worn 
*“* the white flower of a blameless life.”’ 

The Republican side broke forth into 
cheers as Mr. Dalzell sat down. 

Mr. McMillin togk the floor with the state- 
ment that all the “ reasoning, sophistry, and 
eloquence ”’ could not rid the situation o1 the 
plain facts. He still insisted vigorously that 
in the first decision the court stood 4 f 4 
and on the second 5 to 3, and that Justice 
Shiras has reversed his position.

AMENDED WOLCOTT BILL IS PASSED. 


Senate Agrees to the Changes Made in 
the Monetary Conference Meas- 
ure by the House. 


Washington, D. C., March 2.—The Senate 
today took up the bill for an international 
monetary conference and after two hours 
of animated debate the House amendments 
were agreed to without the formality of a 
yea and nay vote. This is the final legisla- 
tive stage of the bill, and ft now goes to the 
President. The debate on the bill brought 
out earnest speeches from the silver Repub- 
lican Senators and frequent references tothe 
break at the St. Louis convention. Mr. Du- 
bois warned his former Republican associates 


that the silver Republicans had thrown off 


their old connections for good. 

Mr. Teller of Colorado referred to the 
choice of Mr. Sherman as Secretary of State 
and Mr. Gage as Secretary of the Treasury 
as indicating that the incoming administra- 
tion would not be in sympathy with an inter- 
national monetary conference or agreement. 

Mr. Mantle of Montana, another silver 
Republican, spoke of his severance of rela- 
tions with his former associates.

New York, March 2.—([Special.}—If, phys- 
ically, Minnie Maddern Fiske-:is unable to 
realize Hardy’s beautifully pathetic crea- 
tion of ** Tess of the-D’Urbervilles,’’ none 
can question the sympathetic charm, nat- 
ural skill, and powerful dramatic force 
which she brings to bear in acting that rdle. 
At the Fifth Avenue Theater tonight she 
and her splendidly balanced company, with 
an artistic stage version of the novel, pre- 
pared with admirable stagecraft by Lori- 
mer Stoddard, held a large audience posi- 
tiyely spellbound. 

In its entirety, acting, play, and produc- 
tion, *‘ Tess of the D'Urbervilles ”’ is splen- 
didly intellectual and artistic im point of 
view.

New York, March 2.—(Special.}—President 
Chauncey M. Depew of the New York Cen- 
tral today formally accepted the Chairman- 
ship of the Board of Control of the Joint 
Traffic Railroad Association. This would 
seem to give a quietus to all talk connect- 
ing his name with a foreign mission. He 
will remain a railroad President in the serv- 
ice of the Vanderbilts, instead of being a 
diplomat in the service of Uncle Sam. 

The Board of Control selected Mr, Depew 
to succeed the late President, Mr. Roberts 
of the Pennsylvania railroad, several weeks 
ago, but the choice was made in the ab- 
sence, through illness, of Mr. Depew, and 
it was not until today he announced his 
acceptance. 

The Board of Control, made up of the 
Presidents of the thirty or more railroads 
in the big railroad pdol, is just now ina very 


uneasy condition. In spite of a set of cast- 


iron rules and regulations, with heavy pen- 
alty clauses, there is a great deal of rate- 
slashing, both on East and West bound 
freight. The Norfolk and Western company 
and the Southern Pacific are not in the pool 
and through their water connections have 
been making low rates, and in the case of 
the Cumberland Gap Dispatch an open sched- 
ule of cut rates has been issued. No mem- 
ber of the association 1s in a position to de- 
mand a strict enforcement of the rules, as 
the business is just now at a very low ebb 
and a general scrambling is going on. 

Mr. Depew occupied thé chair and the 
Presidents spent the entire day in talking 
over the situation. The usual unanimous 
resolution to live up to the joint traffic rates 
without any rebate or cutting was adopted 
and also resolutions on the death of Fresi- 
dent Roberts of the Pennsylvania road,

lNves by walking down the icy tracks to the 
nearest station to escape. 

A slip might mean a broken leg at least, 
and if one fell against the third rail bearing 
the current it might give a shock that would 
result in death. 

Yet scores of persons, ignorant or heed- 
less of the danger, chose this method of 
gaining terra firma in order to pursue their 
journey by other means of transit. So far 
as learned last evening no accidents resulted 
from their doing so. 


Illumination of the Sky. 

The feature of the phenomenon due to the 
storm, which interested the greatest .num- 
ber of people, was the illumination of the 
sky. Along all the West Side elevated 
structures, whenever a train moved, its 
progress was marked by a successiun of 
flashes of pure white light, caused by the 
great resistance of the current in passing 
through the obstruction. At the point cf 
contact between the brushes and the rails 
the flashes exceeded in brilliancy the strong- 
est arc lamps. 

The condition of the atmosphere was such 
as to give the greatest possible display from 
these flashes of blinding light. The low 
clouds and misty air hung like a screen to re- 
ceive the projected rays, and, looking inany 


though lighted by the aurora borealis. 

All along the lines of the elevated roads 
windows were filled with people watching the 
display, their faces lighted to a ghastly 
pallor now and again as the lights flashed 
out from under the wheels. . 


Boulevards and Parkways Beautified. 


Along the boulevards and parkways 
crossed by the various roads and their 
branches, beautiful effects were produced by 
the light shining through the branches of 
trees incrusted with the sleet, making them 
look like the exquisite handiwork of some 
Titanic silversmith. Passersby stopped in 
groups to watch the passing of train after 
train and enjoy the unusual sight. 

The most brilliant part in the illumina- 
tion was at the crossing of Lake street and 
Metropolitan lines at Lake and Paulina 
streets. Here a half dozen motors on the 
Lake street line were bunched at 9 o’clock, 
occasionally making a slight advance on their 
way to the city, and filling the air with 
broad glares of light. The Metropolitan 
trains, passing and repassing, added their 
quota to the illumination, and the trolley 
cars below, like satellites to the greater 
luminaries, kept up a sparkling accompani- 
ment..: 

Efforts to Avert Trouble. 


The storm of sleet began about 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon. Within an hour the vari- 
ous electric roads knew there was trouble 
ahead and began trying to avert it. Condi- 
tions kept getting worse in spite of their best 
efforts, and at 7 o’clock the Lake street road 
was practically tied up. The Metropolitan 
had better luck keeping the rails clean, and 
merely suffered delay, gradually falling be- 
hind schedule time until the storm ended, 
but keeping in such condition it could then 
go ahead as though nothing had happened. 

At 8 o’clock the Lake Street road‘sent out 
a steam locomotive to attempt to break the 
blockade. Six or seven trains were bunched 
east of the river, and as many more near the 
west end of the line. Superintendents and 
engineers and their assistants were all out 
helping in the work of getting the road in 
shape to handle traffic. It was nearly mid- 
night before their work ended, and the tan- 
gle straightened out. 


Theorizing About the Sleet: 


Every stationmaster and conductor on 
these two roads apparently had his own 
theory as to the operation of the sleet in 
causing the illumination. One said the sleet 
melted and. then the electricity burned the 
water that resulted. 

“It seems strange to 4hink water will 
burn, doesn’t it?’’ he remarked. ‘** But then 
there is no telling what electricity will do.”’ 

Another, a conductor on the Metropolitan, 
said the ight was due entirely to friction. 

‘‘It just makes a lot of friction on that 
third: rail,’’ was his explanation, ‘‘ and this 
makes the air burn. It’s the air burning 
makes that light.”’ 

A Lake street ticket seller, who had evi- 
cently heard some one talk about electro- 
lysis, said: ‘‘ The grease on the rails gits 
electrolisized; that’s what does it.’’ 

Passengers didn’t care much about theoriz- 
ing. They found the conditon confronting 
them trying in the extreme. Those that 
made any effort to keep good-natured took 
a humorous view of the situation, and 
amused themselves imagining how much 
they would have enjoyed the theater if they 
had only been able to get there; or by joking 
the conductors and motormen about being 
slow. 


Interference with Surface Trafific. 


The interference with surface traffic was 
slight compared to the calamitous result the 
storm had on the elevated roads. It wasdue 
to the: sleet lessening the friction between 
drive ‘wheels and rails, so that.cars would 
slide after the brakes were set, and when 
‘they attempted to etart again the wheels 
would revolve, but the cars would refuse to 
budge fcra time. Sand and salt, however, 
proved efficient antidotes to sleet and 
** siide.’”’ 

Suburban trains came off almost scot free, 
and through railroad trains were not de- 
layed to any noticeable extent, the laiter 
immunity being because the storm was local. 

The worst trouble reported on the Metro- 
politanm system was at 10 o’clock on the 


' Doughkas Park arid Logan Square branches. 


There was a partial blockade on each of 
these side lines, lasting for about an hour. 


Storm Purely Local. 


The peculiarity of the sleet storm was 
commented upon last evening by Prof. Gar- 
riott, .who said the reports sent to the 
Weather Bureau did not indicate that the 
storm had extended beyond the limits of the 
city. It was snowing north of thecity and 
raining south, the sleet apparently filling a 
narrow gap between. 

The temperature was about 28° above 
zero all day. 

For today the forecast promises a clear 
sky before night and a falling of tempera- 
ture to about 20°. 

Telegraph wires were loaded down last 
night with the sleet, and messages, partic- 
ularly from the East, were somewhat de- 
layed. Supt. Barclay of the Western Union 
reported at 10 o’clock that no serious breaks 
had occurred up to that time and he ex- 
pected none, inasmuch as the worst of the 
storm had. already passed. 

A. I. Heine of Milwaukee, a guest at the 
Palmer House, fell down a slippery stair- 
way at No. 38 Wabash avenue yesterday 
afternoom and sustained two fractured ribs 
and a broken arm. His condition is said 
to be critical.

GERMAN CONTINGENT READY FOR 
TOMORROW NIGHT’S PAGEANT, 


oe 


Claa~ im Renaissance Costume, One 
Hundred and Fifty Will Follow 
the Lead of Emperor William’s Rep- 
resentative Here—Grand Divisions, 
Five in Number, Are Now Complete 
~—Further Details in Arrangement 
for the Event. 


German meistersingers, nobles, artists, 
and craftsmen, gorgeous in the costumes and 
colors of the renaissance, will be among 
those trooping up the grand stairway of the 
Art Institute tomorrow night. One hundred 
and fifty Germans in Chicagu, most of them 
members of the Germania club. will take 
part in the Artists’ Festival and march be- 
hind Karl Buenz, the German Consul! in 
Chicago. 

At the meeting of the committee of the 
Central Art Association in the Auditorium 
yesterday the plans of the German section 
were explained. First in the procession of 
the Germdhs will come the group represent- 
ing the period of the renaissance, then wi!! 
follow artists and guilds of old-time Nurem- 
berg. The meistersingers, attended by 
heralds, will march solemnly along, whiie 
a double quartet at their head will chant 
their music. The nobility will march in 
gorgeous trappings and behind them wili be 
Albert Duer at the head of a company of 
artists. Behind these will be groups of 
craftsmen and peasantry in picturesque cus- 
tumes, carrying flags and garlands and sing- 
ing their native songs. , 


Last Section to Report. 

The German section was the last to report 
to the committee, but its work has been in 
progress a long time and the arrangements 
were practically completed several days ago. 

Mrs. 8S. E. Gross has been selected to ac- 
company Halsey C. Ives, who will lead the 
procession of all the sections. They will 
be followed by the Board of Counselors of 
the.Central Art Association, with the ex- 
ception of those members who will appear 
in costumes in the sections. The grand 
Stairway, up which the glittering geant 
will pass, is being most elaborately dec- 
Orated by a committee under Mrs. Gross. 
Festoons and Greek garlands will be sus- 
pended along the walls, together with ta- 
pestries and curtains. 


Five Grand Divisions. 

The procession will be divided into five sec- 
tions. Lorado Taft will direct the first. 
which will consist of ancient Greeks. Tney 
will represent a portion of the frieze in the 
Parthenon, and will be followed by heralds, 
Athenian maids, venerable men, strangers 
in the city bearing offerings of wine, and 
Greek soldiers in clanking armor. 

The Venetian renaissance will be delineated 
by, the second section. Events in the time 
of the Doges will be pictured by the provces- 
sion of nobles, priests, and devotees carry- 
ing the sacred figure of St. George, and fol- 
lowed by the Doge and his spouse. 

The third section will show the Roman 
renaissance.

NEW PICTURES AT THE ART INSTITUTE 


American ‘Academy in Rome Makes Its 
First Annual Exhibit, Which Is 
Largely Architecturat. 


The first annual exhibition of the Amer- 
ican Academy in Rome was opened at the 
Art Institute last evening with a reception 
to the members. The exhibition is confined 
almost exclusively to architectural drawings 
and water colors. 

The place of honor in the collection is given 
to Harold V. B. Magonigle, holder of the 
Rotch traveling scholarship, Boston. Mr. 
Magonigle has p few fine black and white 
reproductions of classic structures, but his 
most admired work is in colors. He has 
eighty-five numbers, besides fifty sheets of 
pencil sketches and notes. 

A notable study in shades and reflected 
light is W. S. Aldrich’s detail of Temple of 
Concord at Rome. The lights are treated in 
a masterly manner. Aldrich also holds the 
Rotch scholarship for 1896. 

John Russell Pope, holder of the Columbia 
scholarship for 1806, is well represented by 
color drawings of Hadrian’s villa, the longi- 
tudinal section being especially effective. 

The academy was organized in 1895. It 
has its home in the beautiful Villa dell’ 
Aurora. The exhibition will remain open 
from March 2 to March 14, inclusive.

JAPAN ADOPTS THE GOLD STANDARD. 

A Yokohama dispatch printed in yester- 
day’s paper announces that— | 

The Japanese Government has decided to adopt 
the gold standard at the rate of 321-3tol. The 
smallest gold piece will be of the Value of five 
yen. he silver yen will gradually be withdrawn. 
The new project. goes into operation in October. 

The Japanese have shown themselves the 
most European of all the Asiatic races; their 
eagerness to put themselves abreast of the 
civilized nations of the world is unexampled. 
They are not inert, like the Chinese. They 
have no false pride, no exaggerated ideas 
of their own superiority.. They are always 
ready to learn. 

The adoption of the gold standard, the 
most important event in their civil history, 
indicates they have studied the monetary 
question closely and are determined to keep 
in touch with the civilized world. The re- 
form resolved on now would have been car- 
ried out some years ago had it not been for 
the war with China, which demanded the 
exclusive attention of the government and 
the people. 

When Japan remodeled her coinage in 
1871 she adopted a bimetallic standard. 
The ratio of silver to gold was tixed at 16.18, 
which was about the commercial ratio pre- 
vailing then. The silver yen was the exact 
equivalent of the Mexican dollar, and the 
gold yen was only a fraction of a cent less 
valuable than the American gold dollar. 
Provision was made for the coinage of 1, 2, 
5, 10, and 20 yen coins. 

But shortly after this bimetallic system 
was adopted and put in operation the value 
of silver began to decline. The result was, 
of course, that the bimetallic standard dis- 
appeared, and Japan was left with a silver 
monometallic standard. Japan is a gold 
producing country; and considerable gold 
has been coined, but it is ata premium, and 
hardly circulates. In business transactious 
ten gold yens are received for nineteen sil- 
ver yens Much of the gold which has been 
coined has been exported. 

Since 1873 the value of the silver yen, 
which has become the standard coin, has 
been slipping down-hill. ‘So would the value 
of the American silver dollar have done 
had not it been for “the crime of 1873.” 
This slump did not doas much harm in Japan 
as it would have done here, for the number 
of contracts affected was comparatively 
smal and tlie external] and internal com- 
merece of the country insignificant when 
contrasted with that of the United States. 
But the Japanese had intelligence enough 
to see years ago that they were losers by 
reason of this depreciated silver standard. 

Not having read the speeches of Senator 
Teller and other ‘Rocky Mountain states- 
men it never occurred to them that this de- 
preciation of their currency was a blessing 
and that they owed to it the development 
of their foreign trade. The Japanese be- 
lieved the growth of their manufacturing 
industries was due to 
gence and energy and the utilization of 
European machinery and methods, and not 
to the fact that they paid cheap silver 
wages. 

So, as Teller, Dubois, Mantle, etc., will 
learn with disgust, the Japanese at last see 
their way clear to get rid of their cheap sil- 
ver “advantages” and pay gold standard 
wages. They do not think that will do any 
harm, agd they believe they will be able to 

arry on trade more advantageously with 
the rest of the world when they use the 
world’s money. | 

The ratio which has been decided on is 
82 1-3to1. That differs slightly from the 
present commercial ratio, which is a trifle 
less than 32 tol. It may be that the value 
of silver will continue to decline. 
case there may be a repetition of earlier 
experiences and the silver standard may 
replace the gold standard once more. But 
the depreciation and the consequent joss 
will be comparatively slight. The silver yen 
will at the worst be only a trifle below par. 

The silver yens.now in circulation, of 
which there are not to exceed 80 million, 
will be withdrawn from circulation grad- 
ually. When they are paid in to the gov- 
ernment they will be melted down. New 
coins will be minted, each of which will 
have double the weight of the present yen. 
The standard will be gold, and all business 
transactions at home and abroad will be on 
the gold basis. 

Thus Japan has cut loose from China and 
Mexico and taken her stand with the en- 
lightened natidns of the world. She does 
not propose to herd any longer with the 
unprogressive silver nations and to submit 
to the losses and vexations of a fluctuating 
currency. She has acted wisely. 


THE ALABAMA CLAIMS MONEY. 


*” WLast week the question was asked in the 


House of Commons “ whether there was 
any prospect of the United States Govern- 
ment repaying to Great Britain the $8,000,- 
000 still unclaimed of the Alabama award.” 
The answer made was: 

It is contrary to the terms of the treaty of Wash- 
ington for the British Government to request the 
return of the unclaimed balance, Mr. Curzon 
added relative to the prospgcet of the United States 
offering to return it that he could not speak for 
the Government of the United States. 


A Chicago paper, commenting on this in- 
cident, states that “ this eight millions is in 
the Treasury now, with no claimant to 4 
dcllar of the amount.” It is not strange 
that an English member of’ Parliament 
should make an incorrect statement regard- 
ing this Alabama award money. It is 
Strange that an American paper should re- 
iterate his blunder.

After this country had paid over the 
five and a half millions it saw no reason 
why it should not distribute the rest of the 
Alabama money, and proceeded to do so. 
All vessels belonging to loyal Americans 
that had suffered from Confederate cruisers 
on the high seas were paid in full the dam- 
ages proved by them. What was left was 
distributed among vessel-owners who had 
had to pay high insurance rates on account 
of the depredations of the Confederate 
cruisers. 

There remains, as was stated, $1.85. If 
Great Britain wants it, and will ask for it, 
perhaps the United States will pay it over: 
Very possibly it would have been willing to 
return & much larger sum had it not been 
for that grossly and scandalously unjust 
Halifax award. 
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THE INAUGURATION EXPENDITURES. 

A local contemporary says: * 

Mr. McKinley will assume the duties of his 
office after the most expensive inauguration in 
the history of this country. It is estimated that 
the total cost will be nearly $700,000. A spectacle 
will be furnished as heartless and repugnant to 
the spirit of American institutions as was the 
notorious Bradley Martin ball, and the evil effect 
of this assault upon the national wealth will be as 
much greater than that as $700,000 is greater 
than $236,000. : 

It may be that this local contemporary 
is a patriotic newspaper.

But Suppose the amount were as stated, 
what of it? It will not come out of the 
public treasury. It will not be the result of 
taxes. Even if it were it would only be one 
penny per capita on the whole people of the 
United States. And what is this expendi- 
ture for? It is for railroad transportation, 
for the equipment of the customary ball, 
for hotel bills, for the renting of rooms 
from which to witness the parade. These 
are the specific items, but really this money 
is expended to see a grand parade which 
cannot be paralleled in the world. It ig to 
be present at the spectacle of ome citizen 
laying down the highest office in this country 
at the end of four years and of another 
citizen, who has been chosen peaceably, 
taking the same office and occupying the 
seat of his predecessor. It is the spectacle 
of one man giving way to another, one 


party to another, one set of principles to - 


another, which shall govern the republic for 
the next four years. 

Is there not, then, some little excuse for 
patriotic Americans who want to see such 
a grand spectacle? Many who will go are 
office-seekers, but these would go just the 
same if there were no spectacle at all. The 
most of\those, however, who attend upon 
this great civic. event are those who live in 
and near Washington. Our local contem- 
porary talks as if this were the first in- 
auguration ceremony that had ever taken 
place. The practice began in Washington’s 
time, and in proportion to the wealth of the 
country the expenditure was greater than it 
is now. So it was in the time of the elder 
Harrison, and so it has been on other oc- 
casions. There is nothing in the MclWinley 
inauguration ceremony that calls for the 
fretting, scolding, and snarling of our @ys- 
peptic contemporary.

GREAT “AD” FOR DEPARTMENT STO RES 

Whatever may be the real object of the 
department store agitation it will probably 
result in an enormous benefit to the stores. 
The argument tWwhich is made by the poli- 
ticians who have thrust the department 
store question into the campaign is that the 
small stores are being-undersold and driven 
out of business by the competition of the 
big stores. 

To whatever extent this argument is ac- 
cepted by the public the result will be ad- 
ditional patronage for the stores whose low 
prices are alleged to have done so much 
harm. Many people who have not left their 
neighborhood stores and who have thought 
the possible cheapness of department store 
goods was more than outweighed by the 
inconvenience of access and the inability 
to get credit there may be convinced by the 
arguments now advanced that they ought 
to do their shopping at the department 
stores. : 

Therefore the latter will be gainers in the 
long run, though they may be harassed and 
their customers inconvenienced for a time. 
That the Legislature has power to do what 


is asked of it is questioned. But if it has that | 


power and should exercise it the law it 
might enact would be evaded. Partitions 
would be run up and each “ department ” 
vould become a separate store. The de- 
partment stores cannot be driven out of 
business by law. They cannot lose custom 
as long as they undersell competitors. 

The warfare which the demagogues have 
begun can end only in the department stores 
getting more business as the result of the 
extensive advertising given them, and the 
neighborhood stores getting less, 
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COUNCIL TO THE SCHOOLBOY’S RESCUE 

The Council has risen nobly to the cigaret 
emergency. ‘The ordinance passed unani- 
mously on Monday night imposing an an- 
nual license tax of $100 on all dealers in the 
deadly concoction ougitt to go far ‘teward 
rescuing the youth of the city from the en- 
ervating habit of smoking the poisonous 
stuff. The provision that no cigarets shall 
be sold within 200 feet of a schoolhouse 
shoukl be an added safeguard for the chil- 
dren. 

The purpose of this legislation is to drive 
out of the business of selling cigarets those 
small dealers who by reason of convenient 
location obtain their chief patronage from 
the pupils of the public schools. They have 
brazenly set up in trade almost under the 
eaves of the school buildings, and keep the 
temptation to smoke the vile cigarets con- 
stantly before the chikiren. The cigarete 
are so cheap that even a penny will buy a 
certain small supply, and thus the poorest 
of the boys are not debarred from joining 
in the mental suicide. Exhaustive investi- 
gation has demonstrated that the effect of 
the fumes on the young mind is disastrous. 
They sap the physical vigor, undermine the 
intellect, and finally tear down the moral 
responsibility of the victim, leaving him a 
wreck before the journey of life has fairly 
begun. 

The convenience and ease with which the 
cigarets can be obtained are often the chief 
causes for the first step in using them, and 
for the continuation of the habit. The first 
puff, taken in bravado or a gpirit of mis- 
chief, perbaps, is quickly followed by others, 
nntil the habit is formed and confirmed, 
ami then the victim settles down system- 
atically to court his inevitable doom with 
pitiful secrecy and persistency. | 

It has heen found impossible to enforce 


the law forbidding the sale of cigarets to’ 


minors. It would require an army of de- 
tectives to effect the conviction of a dozen 
dealers a year. But the Council has hit on 
the one method by which the practice may 
be stopped, or greatly curtailed, and that is 
the application of a large license tax. This 
should drive away from the school districts 
those petty peddlers in death who have been 
inviting to ruin the children, for whose edu- 
cation the city is paying $7,000,000 an- 
nually. A dealer must sell 2,000 packages 
of the cigarets at the present price before 
even his gross receipts will amount to his 
license tax, so that in the majority of cases 
they will be forced out of the business, or 
else will fix a price for the cigarets which 
will place them above the reach of the aver- 
age schoolboy. 


A GRAB FOR THE LAORELS. 

With a complacency truly admirable that 
old mugwump in politics, Harper’s Weekly, 
proceeds to rob the Republican party of 
every vestige of glory in the recent triumph 
of. the party’s ticket and platform at the 
polls and appropriate it to the sound 
money Democrats. 

“ Without the 182 Electoral votes which 
were given McKinley by Democrats who put 
patriotism above party,” says this authority, 
“he would have had but 139 instead of 271, 
while a candidate maintaining the tradition- 
al principles of Democracy, who could have 
held these hundreds of thousands of the 
party in the fold, would have received 308.” 

In something over three pages of figuring 
another remarkable deduction as to the pop- 
ular vote is to be found: 

“Former Democratic counties gave the 
Republican nominee within 122,476 of his 
whole plurality. If the Chicago candidate 
had been one who could hold the party 
strength, the transfer of this 491,276 (sound 
money Democratic) plurality to the other 
side, reinforced by the Pa)mer vote of 43,- 
067, would have left McKinley in a minority 
of 412,767.” 

This kind of mental] strabismus is the fa- 
miliar one common to false logic, of over- 
looking obvious facts of utmost im- 
portance close at hand while straining the 
eyes to detect others more distant. The con- 
clusions above noted are false because 
founded on false, or only half trué, premises. 

It is asserted that 491,276 of thé plurality 
of 1,566,851 rolled up by the Republican 
ticket and platform in the twenty-three 
States which were carried by McKinley 
were those of sound money Democrats. In 
the comparative table upon which these fig- 
ures are based, however, 214,494 of the total 
of 491,276 are pluralities of counties which 
went for Cleveland in 1892, but which were 
Republican four years before. In 1892 thou- 
sands of Republicans voted for Cleveland, 
and in 1896 they returned to the fold. Itis 
fair, therefore, to deduct this 214,494 from 
the alleged sound money Democratic plu- 
rality of 491,276, leaving a sound money 
Democratic plurality for McKinley of 286,- 
782, instead of nearly half a million. 

There are other factors to be taken into 
consideration. In championing the cause of 
sound money the Republican party lost 
thousands of votes that are _ . nor- 
mally Republican on all other sub- 
jects. For 
formerly Republican counties went for 
Bryan. If it is claimed that these 286,782 
votes counted for McKinley are not Repub- 
lican votes, but still “* Democratic ’’—what- 
ever that may mean in this year of grace— 
allowance must be made for the Republican 
votes lost on the sound money issue. From 
this point of view the Republican votes lost 
in nineteen counties in the Middle West and 
the tens of thousands lost in the States of 
Colorado, South Dakota, Kansas, Nebras- 
ka, and other: Western States, normally and 
primarily Ré¢publican, must offset this 286,- 
782 factor. Either the latter are now Re- 
publican and the votes lost in the West now 
Democratic, or vice versa. - It will not do to 
make fish of one and fowl! of the other. 

The more the situation is examined the 
greater is found to be the strength of the 
Republican party. The Democratic party 
is committed to free silver 50-cent money 
and cannot regain the votes lost in the East 
and Middle West.-A large percentage of 
them at least must remain with the Repub- 
lican party or vote as independents. The 
door of their former political household is 
closed to them. ' 

On the other hand, the Republican victory 
has determined the policy of the country on 
the money question, and as this fact be- 
comes more apparent the Western element 
of the party, Republican on the tariff and 
all other questions, will return gradually. 
Even now some of the Senators from free 
silver States, Senators who believe person- 
ally in 50-cent free silver, have accepted the 
result, are still acting with the Republican 
party, are members in good standing of Re- 
publican caucuses, and will so act on party 
questions. Drive any of them out of the 
party on, the one issue of sound money and 
their. places will be filled by sound money 
Democrats. 

There is another very important factor 
in the figuring entirely ignored by Har- 
per’s Weekly. The pluralities count- 
ed for MeKinley were over the com- 
bined Democratic and Populist vote, 
while the comj*rison is made with 
1892 and former elections when the Demo- 
crats and Populists were separate. 

The Republican party is not loath to ac- 
knowledge the support given it by the sound 
money Democrats. It is glad to deserve the 
votes of this large and intelligent body of citi- 
zens. They repudiated their own party 
on account of its rotten platform and 
fought nobly side by side with former oppo- 
nents. The formal term of their enlistment 
has expired, but the cause remains, and the 
Republican party hopes to find them still 
in the ranks in the next great battle.

This is what Altgeld will attempt to do, 
and when one party takes such a position 
the other party cannot evade the challenge.

He has 
got to meet the issue if it is made. He has 
not only got to defend the civil service sys- 
tem and honest pay-rolls, but he must be 
ready to meet this national issue if it shall be 
forced upon him. Judge Sears has not gone 
out of his way tohunt upthisissue. He has 
not dropped municipal reform to talk about 
it or discuss it. The latest interview with 
him sufficiently defines his position: 

‘‘'You have been quoted in an alleged interview 
as saying the money question will be made an 
issue of this campaign?’’ 

‘Yes, I know that, but I. was grossly mis- 
quoted. The statement I made was this: ‘ From 
what I have heard and read it appears the Dem- 
ocrats will force the silver issue upon us. If they 
do we will be prepared to meet it.’ But, so far 
as I am concerned, I do not believe the people of 
Chicago want to hear me discuss the money 
question. In my judgment they prefer I should 
tell them what I will"do for their interests and 
for the City of Chicago as Mayor in the event I am 
elected.”’ :

MAYOR AND CIVIL SERVICE LAW. 

The Mayor has returned to the Council 
with his unqualified disapproval the reso- 
lution passed a week ago which favored 
amending the civil service law so as to ex- 
empt laborers from its provisions. It is 
well that the Council showed its animus 
on this subject, and thus gave the com- 
munity an opportunity to understand clearly 
the merits of the question, as defined by the 
Mayor in the closing lines of his veto mes- 
sage. There can be no f er chance to 
misapprehend the facts after reading these 
words of the Mayor: 

The law ought te be allowed to stand precisely 
as it is until it has been tested by a further trial. 
Moreover, the objection underlying this resolution 
is absolutely without merit. It seems to assume 
that there is some extended examination for 
laborers, which is not the fact; laborers are 
subjected only to the simplest form of a physical 
examination tu ascertain merely whether they are 
physically capable of work, or are invalids, or 
cripples, or otherwise incapacitated. There can 
be no reasonable objection to this, and this resolu- 
tion ought to be reconsidered. 


This explanation, moreover, throws added 
light on the purposes of the men who voted 
for the resolution in the Council. It shows 
just what they wanted. There could be no 
rational objection to an examination whose 
only object is to debar from appointment to 
jobs involving manual labor invalids, crip- 
ples, and others who may be incapacitated, 
unless the objection emanates from men who 
wish to appoint just this class of workmen. 

If the civil service law should be amended 


be the entering wedge to undo what has been 
done towards improving the city govern- 
ment and would tend to restore the old 
patronage methods and make of the city 
service, a poorhouse where people with a 
“pull”? might be comfortably clothed, fed, 
and lodged. Office-holding would sink again 
to a system of providing maintenance for the 
shiftless, lazy, and incompetent heelers 
who refuse to try to earn a living by honest 
effort, and the politicians would promptly 
install into the various berths the leeches, 
barnacles, and sycophants who do their 
dirty work for them. 

If the politicians were able to carry out 
only this first attempt to weaken the civil 
service law the manual labor part of the 
public service would be filléd up with the 
“invalids, cripples, and others icapaci- 
tated,” who, as the Mayor points out, are 
the only ones debarred from employment 
under the prevailing provisions of the law. 
The padrones also would be given a chance 
to line their pockets with the tax levied on 
the laborers who would be given employ- 
ment under the customary stipulation that 
the Aldermen would share equitably in the 
collection. 

The Mayor has shown up this project 
clearly and he is. right in saying that the 
sentiment of the community is against “ any 
present tinkering with the civil service law.” 

The attempt of the Council to abet this 
present .plan of undermining the law has 
stirred up the public and put the community 
on its guard, and no quarter will be shown 
any legislator who dares to carry the 
project any further. 2 


THE CITY AND THE RAILROADS, 

Sonie years ago the city passed an or- 
dinance to widen Rockwell street and ex- 
tend it over the right of way of the Bur- 
lington road. The result of the condemna- 
tion proceedings was that the city took 
about 20,000 square feet of land from pri- 
vate owners, for which the jury gave them 
$8,300, while 10,000 square feet were taken 
from the railroad company, for which the 
jury awarded damages of a dollur. » 

Only nominal damages were awardec 
because the railway was not deprived oi 
the right to cross the new street when 
opened. Though it had lost its title to the 
land taken its use of the land for railroad 
purposes was not affected. 

The railroad appealed and the case went 
to the State Supreme Court, which ruled 
that a dollar was just compensation to the 
company for the land taken. Not satisfied 
with this the company took an appeal to 
the United States Supreme Court, on the 
ground that its property had been taken in 
violation of the fourteenth amendment, 


» which provides that no State shall deprive 


any person of property without due process 
of law. 

The railroad lawyers were confident the 
court would hold that property had been 
taken without due process of law when the 
private owners had been awarded substan- 
tial damages and the company, w: ose land 
was as valuable, had been awarded nothing. 
But to their surprise the decision was 
against them. — : 

The court held that the proceedings in 
the Illinois courts were without error and 
must stand. Nothing had been done which 
was prohibited by the amendment. The 
principle was laid down that— 


The railway company, having originally ac- 
quired its land and franchise of the public, is 
not permitted thereafter to obstruct the rights 
of the public, and that, as the company’s right 
to cross the new street with its tracks is not im- 


paired, it is bound to give way to the needs of the 


people. 

So it is settled that thie city and. every 
other city can open streets and alleys 
across railroad tracks without having to 
pay more than nominal damages. Here- 
after the railroads, whenever the city wants 


to extend a street across their tracks, will, 


come down, like Capt. Scott’s coon, and not 
wait to havea suit fired at them. 
But the Supreme Court declares that a 


| railroad “ must give way to the needs of the . 


public.” That is, it must take its tracks off 
the surface, and either elevate or sink them, 
when the needs of the public demand the 
safe, unobstructed use of a public street. 
The safety of the people is the supreme law. 

Those railroads which have not yet ele- 
vated their tracks in this city, though urged 
to do so, should read the decision of the Su- 
preme Court and get it through their heads 
that the best thing for them to do is to get 
their tracks off the surface voluntarily and 
without delay.

All of the $15,000,000 Has Been Dis- 
tributed. Except the Sumi of $1.55

Washington, D. C., Feb. 27.—The wun- 
claimed $8,000,000 of the Alabdma award, 
gravely discussed in the British House of 
Commons last night by Mr. Curzon, Parlia- 
mentary Secretary for the Foreign Office, 
and Mr. Thomas Gibson Bowles, M. P., has 
no more tangible existence than the un- 
claimed millions stated to be lying in the 
Bank of England and the Bank of Holland 
awaiting American heirs to English and 
Dutch estates. The total amount awarded 
by the Commissioners at Geneva was $15,- 
000,000 in gold. Afiter the United States had 
paid all damages proved against the incrim!-

Senators Want a Whack. 


But the most curious development of the 
situation cropped out tonight. It seems 
that Dwyer, Morrison, Lundin, and a lot 
more of Republican Senators want to get a 
whack at the department store legislation 
themselves.

The committee is composed of Put- 
nam, Morrison, and Kingsbury on the part 
of the Senate, with Fuller, Powell of Iro- 
quois, Anderson of Henderson, and 
Cavanagh of Cook on the part of the House. 
Mr. Morrison is Chairman of the steering 
committee. Mr. Putnam is the Chairman of 
the joint caucus. 


They Recognize Mr. Nohe. 


These men gay they propose to have a 
finger in the pie. Nor are they inclined to 
recognize anything done by any committee 
appointed by Mr. Selby. They recognize 
Augustus William Nohe of Cook County as 
the legally constituted Chairman of the Re- 
publican House caucus. They will ask Mr.

NIGHT SCHOOLS TO RUN IF DESIRED 


President Halle Says the Order as to 
Hull House District Was an 
Oversight. 


The anxiety of Miss Jane Addams over 
the order of the School Management com- 
mittee closing all night schools after next 
Friday seems to have been in part unneces- 
sary, as both President Halle and Trustee 
Schneider of the Board of Education said 
yesterday the schools in the Hull House 
district were closed by oversight, and will 
be kept open without doubt if it is desired. 

These officials said the schools in general 
were ordered closed because the apportion- 
ment of funds for their support was exhaust- 
ed, and the attendance had dropped off,‘as 
usual at-@is time of the year. If, they said, 
a mistake was made in regard to theschools 
of the Hull House district, the order, so far 
as it affects them, will be recalled in time 
for them not to be interrupted. 

As to the exhaustion of the apportionment, 
that is a different thing from the exhaustion 
of the appropriation. The Board of Edu- 
cation had a larger appropriation given it 
for educational purposes this year than last 
year by $600,000, and is not at all short of 
apportionment for night 
schools was only $50,000 this year, against 
$75,000 last year, but this apportionment is 
only tentative, and can easily be enlarged 
by transferring money from some appor- 
tionment that is too large. 

Assistant Superintendent Sabin, who has 
the Hull House district, says the attendance 
at the two night schools in this section, 
the Garfield and the Throop Schools, is un-. 
abated, averaging nightly at the Garfield 
500 and at the Throop School, 300 pupils, all 
foreign-born children, eagerly intent on 
learning the English language. 


JAMES J. GALLAGHER DIES OF WOUNDS 


Rullets Fired Into Him by Policeman

James J. Gallagher, who was shot by Po- 
liceman Sullivan Saturday morning, died at 
the County Hospital last evening.

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THUMAS WILCE IS DEAD. 


ANOTHER OF CHICAGO’S EARLY SsET- 
TLERS PASSES AWAY. 


Indentified with the Lumber Industry 
of the City for Nearly Half a Cent- 
ury and Member at Different Times 
ef the Council and Board of Edu- 
cation—Amassed a Large Fortune 
in Business—Widow and Five Chil- 
dren Survive. 


Thomas Wilce, an old-time resident of 
Chicago, died yesterday afternoon at 2:05 
o’clock at the family residence, No. 708 
West Harrison street. Mr. Wilce was 78 
years of age, and had been identified with 
the business life of Chicago for almost half 
a century. He was justly entitled to the 
distinction of being one of Chicago's earliest 
settlers. : 

Mr. Wilce was at the head of one of the 
most prosperous lumber firms in the city, 
and left a large fortune, which will be held 
by his widow during hertHfetime. His death 
was due to a gradual breaking down of the 
vital powers. He insisted in looking after 
every detail of his extensive business affairs 
until Jan. 1, when his failing strength com- 
pelled him to surrender the responsibility

to his sons, who have been associated with 
him in the management of his lumber inter- 
ests. From that time on Mr. Wilce remained 
at his home, and continued to grow weaker 


each day. His death was painiess. He 
spoke to members of the family only a few 
moments previous to dissolution, remaining 
conscious to the last. 

The funeral will be held tomorrow after- 
noon at 2 o’clock from the family residence, 
the Rev. W. M. Lawrence, pastor of the Sec- 
ond Baptist Church, officiating, assisted by 
the Rev. W. W. Biehl of the Ashland Ave- 
nue M. E. Church. 


Born and Reared in England. 

Thomas Wilce was born at Boscastle, 
Cornwall, England, July 28, 1819. His early 
school privileges were limited, and up to 
the age of 22 he spent most of the time in 
working on his father’s farm. He zealous- 
ly improved each hour, however, and when 
he reached manhood had managed to ¢ecure 
a fair .education. When 23 he decided to 
learn the carpenter’s trade, and became an 
apprentice. In 1842 he left England, going 
to Montreal, Canada, where he followed the 


carpentering.and building business. He re- 
mained in Montreal six years, and 
then came to Chicago in 1848. There 


were no indications in those days of Chica- 
go’s future greatness, and the business of 
builder was characterized by much sim- 
plicity. Mr. Wilce comtinued in the business 
until 1875, when he embarked in the planing 
mill business, adding wholesale Mimber in 
1877. Mr. Wilce continued jn this business 
for the remainder of his life, adding gtfeatly 
to the original plant in Chicago. 
Large Investments in Lumber. 

He had large investments at Expire, 
Mich., in connection with his lumbering in- 
terests. His trade was originally in pine 
lumber, but was gradually changed into the 
hardwood lumber business, unfil the firm of 
T. Wilece & Co. became the largest dealer 
in the world in hardwood lumber and maple 
flooring. In 1885 Mr. Wilce invented an 
automatic boring machine,. which revolu- 
tionized the business of hardwood flooring. 

Mr. Wilece was formerly a director of the 


Washingtonian Home, and was for six 
years Treasurer of that institution. In pol- 
itics he was a stanch Republican. He was 


elected to the City Council in 1869, and was 
a member of the Finance committee of that 
body during the crucial reconstruction peri- 
od which followed the great fire. He also 
served four years as member of the Board 
of Education, 

Mr. Wilce had earned a wide reputation 
for the strictest honor and integrity in all 
His 
great success was due to the intense appli- 
cation which he gave his business. le al- 
ways disavowed luck as a means to amass- 
ing a fortune, and insisted that honesty and 
frugality were the two watchwords which 
should be adopted by every young man for 
his guidance. 

In 1848 Mr. Wilce was married to Jane 
Carlisie, who survives him. Of the eleven 
children born to them only five are living. 
They are Mrs. Hannibal H. Chandler, Mrs. 
John Cc. Spry, Edmund Harvey Wilce, 
George Carlisle Wilce, and Thomas Edgar 
Wlice. 

Mr. Wlilce recently transferred all of his 
property to his wife, Jane Wilce. The nom- 
inal consideration was $200,000, and the doc- 
ument which acknowledged the transfer, 
dated March 1, 1897, was filed for record 
with County Recorder Simon yesterday. 


JOHN A. KWASIGROCH PASSES AWAY. 


Ex-Member of the Legislature and Lo- 
eal Politician Dies of Inflam- 
mation of the Lungs. 


John A. Kwasigroch, the Democratic pol- 
itician, died at the Alexian Brothers’ Hos- 
pital at 12:45 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
from inflammation of the lungs. Mr. Kwas- 
igroch was a member of the Thirty-seventh 
and Thirty-eighth General Assemblies. He 
was a resident of the Sixteenth Ward. In 
1894 and 1895 he served as Superintendent 
of Postal Station F, which position he ac- 
cepted after leaving the Legislature. ~ 

Mr. Kwasigroch was born in Prussia, but 
was of Polish nationality. Until several 
‘months ago he enjoyed the best of health, but 
during the recent cold spell he contracted 
lung trouble, which became 60 serious he 
decided to be treated at the hospital.

She passed last night at the Harrison 
Street Annex, and thia morning, 
panied by a policeman, will go to her former 
home, No. 286 West Adams street, and en- 
deavor to secure some of the wearing ap- 
parel which she has there. This, she says, 
consists of a few pieces of underwear, as 
the only dress which she possesses is a well- 
worn, plain black gown. Then she will go 
to her new home, where she will serve as 
governess. 

Hier unpleasant experiences with her hus- 
band did not terminate with the incident of 
Monday afternoon, for about midnight he 
came to the annex and begged of* Matron 
Halley the privilege of seeing his wife. He 
declared he loved her fondly, was sorry for 
what he had done, and promised if she 
would come with him that he would take her 
to some convent where she could study and 
rest. The matron distrusted him and would 
not permit him to enter.

WILL PLEAD HIS CASE. AT WASHINGTON 


McDonald of “ Guarantee Investment ” 
Notoriety Hopes to Convince the At- 
torney-General of His Honesty. 


Charles M. McDonald started for Wash- 
ington last night to see the authorities there 
and endeavor to induce them if possible to 
reconsider the decision denying the Diamond 
Investment company the use of the United 
States mails. : 

McDonald says he is at a loss to under- 
stand whether his case is one of persecution 
or prosecution. He declares the purpose of 
his visit to\Washington is to lay before the 
Attorney-General a full statement of his 
side of the case and he hopes to convince 
the postal authorities that all traces of a 
“lottery scheme” have been eliminated. 
He admits that the new plan of operation 
does not differ except in a technical way 
from that of the notorious ‘‘ Guarantee In- 
vestment company,” which ended a short 
but prosperous career about four years ago 
in a serious legal tangle in the United States 
Courts, which landed Mr. McDonald in jail 
because of his conviction on the charge of 
conducting a lottery and using the mails for 
a fraudulent purpose. 

“I am willing to change the plan of our 
company in any way possible to conform 
with the law.” said McDonald yesterday. 
“Tf the authorities at Washington will 
point out the defects I think there will be 
little difficulty in changing the wording ef 
the advertisements we send out in such‘a 
manner as to conform to all requirements.” 


WILL CHECK BAGGAGE OVER THE CITY 


Transfer Company Extend the 
Area Heretofore Covered. 


Agents on incoming passenger trains will 
hereafter check baggage to portions of the 
city outside the area hitherto covered, and 
embracing nearly all of the territory within 
Chicago’s limits. The new arrangement 
took effect.yesterday, and was brought 
about by the joint action of the general bag- 
gage agente of the Chicago roads and a Chi- 
cago transfer company. 

"Formerly a passenger who desired to 
have his trunk delivered through transfer 
men who meet incomfnmg traine could ar- 
range for the delivery only to numbers with- 
in the district bounded by Belmont avenue 
on the north, Thirty-ninth street on the 
south, and Fortieth street on the west. The 
limits have now been extended to Devon on 
the north, One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
street on the south, and Forty-eighth street 
on the west. 

Commercial travelers with baggage deliv- 
ered within above territory are themselves 
transferred to hotels free of charge.

| CIGARET MEASURE A LAW 


MAYOR SWIFT SIGNS THE ORDINANCE 
FOR $100 LICENSE FEE. 


Executive’s Name Is Affixed on the Eve 
of His Departure for the South—He 
Believes a Step Has Been Taken in 
the Right Direction—Health De- 
partment Will Invoke the Aid of 
the Police—Dealers Say Trade Will 
Languish. 


Mayor Swift has signed the ordinance 
placing a Hoense tax of $100 on cigaret deal- 
ers, and the measure is now a part o1 the 
city law. The Executive affixed his sig- 
nature yesterday afternoon on the eve of 
his departure for Florida, and at the time 
spoke in commendation of the measure. 

The Mayor’s view is backed up by those of 
health officials, school authorities, and oth- 
ers in public position, while another kind of 
testimony to the efficacy of the law is con- 
tained in the assertions of dealers that many 
will be forced to drop the “coffin nail ” 
traffic. 

So small are the profits alowed retail deal- 
ers in cigarets by the trust, they say, that 
the license fee of $100 a year in most cases 
will more than extinguish profits. 

The average package for a nickel, contain- 
ing ten or twelve cigarets, allows a margin 
of exactly 1.2 cen'ts profit to the smal! deal- 
ers, so they say. In order to overcome the 
tax of $100 a year and prevent an actual loss 
in the sale of cigarets ovér 8,300 packages 
would haveto be soldannually. The average 
retail shopkeeper or tobacco merchant sees 
little chance to reap a golden harvest of 
profit in such a business, and will probably 
refuse to carry cigarets in his stock. 


What the Mayor Says. 
= Swift said of the measure yester- 


y: 

‘It is a step in the right direction and 
I can see abostutely no reason why it should 
not become law. I think more can be ac- 
complished by this plan of licensing than 
by a prohibitory statute. We shall make 
every effort to enforce the ordinance and 
thus protect the young from the hurtful 
effects of the cigaret habit.’’ 

Henry T. Carr, Secretary of the Health 
Department, said yesterday: 

‘TI have studied this ordinance with great 
attention and in the absence of Commis- 
sioner Kerr I feel authorized to state that 
the Health Department will make the most 
stringent efforts to enferce the: ordinance. 
The police will be asked to report to us 
those who are eelling cigarets without li- 
censes, just as they are required to report 
those running saloons without licenses, and 
those. who are thus caught will be shown 
no.mercy. Those who are licensed will be 
listed in our books and we will regularly 
inspect cigarets sold, just as we do in the 
case of meat and milk. If deleterious sub- 
stances are found in them the dealers will 
be prosecuted” 


Principal Is Gratified. 


Miss Maud Summers, No. 369 Elm street, 
principal of the Kinzie School at Ohio street 
and La Salle avenue, said last night: “ At 
‘last the principals can get at the small 
storekeepers who sell cigarets to the boys. 
It was in vain to talk~to boys about the 
evils. of smoking when it was possible for 
them to slip around the corner and buy all 
the cigarets they pleased. Shopkeepers 
would sell and we were powerless to pre- 
vent it.. This new law, if it does nothing 
else, will open the eyes of the parents of 
boys to the enormity and extent of the 
cigaret evil. It is impossible to tefl now just 


| how full an effect the law will have in curb- 


ing the nuisance, but that it will go a great 
way toward it there can be no doubt. Ed- 
ucators who have been working against the 
cigaret feel grateful toward the Council.” 


Views of the Dealers. 


Retail tobacco dealers throughout the city 
yesterday expressed their opinions that the 
ordinance if faithfully enforced would ef- 
fectually prevent cigarets from being sold, 
but few seemed to think a serious attempt 
would be made to enforce payment of 
licenses. 

E. 8. Fogg, No. 175 Dearborn street, said: 
**It cuts absolutely no ice with us, for as 
there is practically no profit to us in the 
sale of cigarets, we would readily give up 
without a fight. But I think this ordinance 
is merely a sandbagging scheme against the 
American Tobaccocompanyand will amount 
to a dead letter, as is the case with the 
majority of the ordinances which the Coun- 
cil passes. I doubt very much also whether 
the present measure is constitutional—but 
still it makes no difference to me or my busi- 
ness.” 


Doubts Ite Enforcement. 


W. F. Monroe, No. 1483 Dearborn street, 
said: ‘‘ The ordinance will never be enforced, 
and I do not think it was passed with that 
intention. But as there is no question that 
cigaret smoking is injurious to children, I 
am in favor of any law which will stop the 
sale of cigarets near the school-houses, 
These small shops could never afford to pay 
a license of $100, as thefr profits would 
never reach that amount during the course 
of a year. Cigaret selling will, if the ordi/4 
nance is enforced, be restricted to a few 
large and reputable dealers, who could be 
easily controlled and supervised by the De- 
partment of Health. They could make 
enough by additional sales to pay the li- 
cense and perhaps make a little.’’ 

G. F. Gail, No. 46 Wabash avenue, the 
largest cigaret dealer in the city and agent 
for the American Tobacco company, said: 
“The Council might just as well license the 
sale of sausages for all the good that this 
ordinance will do. There will be a thousand 
ways to evade it. There is no prospect, I 
think, of attempting to enforce it.”’ 

Besides the cigaret ordinance Mayor 
Swift yesterday signed the ordinance cre- 
ating a local option district in the territory 
north of Rosemont avenue and south of 
Peterson avenue.

Dealers Must Pay a License of $50 a 
Year—Tobacco Trust Will Fight 
the Ordinance.

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CONTRASTS THE OLD WITH THE NEW. 


Writer Who Has Recently Béen South 
Observes a Disposition to Keep 
the Confederacy Alive. 


Washington, D.C., Feb. 28.—Being in Rich- 
mond, Va., on the 22d of February, I ac- 
cepted an invitation to attend a “* Confed- 
erate tea,”’ given at the Commonwealth— 
the swell social club for men of the city. 
Why it was called *‘a tea” I was ata loss 
to discover, for that beverage was not 
served; the hours were those usyal for a 


dress function—that is, those of the ladies 
and the. young men were. Why “ Confed- 
erate’ was magnificently apparent; the old 
men were in battle array—the gray of the 
lost cause, and there was scarce three feet 
of wall or ceiling space in the large rooms 
but was concealed beneath banners and 
streamers of red, white, and red. The ladies 
were .red.and white favors, upon which 
“The Solid South” was lettered. The 
musical program was composed of such se- 
lections as *“‘ Going Back to Dixie,” “‘ Take 
Me Home,” “ Maryland,” “ Bonnie Blue 
Flag,’’ and “ Dixie.””’ The enthusiasm burst 
all bounds at the giving of the last-men- 
tioned two numbers. The whole assembly 
took up the chorus of each and sung and 
clapped and clapped and sung at oneandthe 
same time. 

The invitations announced the entertain- 
ment to be a joint celebration of the anni- 
versaries of Mr. Jefferson Davis’ inaugura- 
tion as President of the Confederacy and of 
Washington's birthday. But.Mr. Davis came 
not only first, but last and all the time. 
Washington was not in it. There was not a 
peep of red, white, and blue, nor a word 
spoken or sung in memory of the one whom 
all Americans acknowledge as the man 
** first in war, first in peace, and first in the 
hearts of his countrymen.” I left the hall, 
and far down the street, as-I heard the 
voices of these, the Lees, Dukes, Picketts, 
Johnsons, Maurys, Spottswoods, etc., etc., of 
Virginia, singing their old songs, I almost 
wished that they had been permitted to 
secede from the Union, For, without doubt, 
to my mind, in less than twenty-five years 
they would have been bankrupt and diepend- 
ent, for even now they are trying to turn 
their mills with the “‘ water that is passed.”’ 

Again I went to the headquarters occupied 
by Washington during the war of the revolu- 
tion—the greatest place of interest which 
Richmond has to show her visitors. There 
I found the low stone house, a dirty shop 


for the sale of relics, vile with co 
smoke and hugged ‘by a colony of ed 
negroes. One quarter of the wall space dis- 


played muskets carried in battle by the 
Confederates, and I felt a burning indigna- 
tion. I wanted to drive out the poor beggar 
who complained that the railroads ‘“ run 
bad’’ for his business, with all his dirty 
hobnobbing companions, who expectorated 
and yawned upon the hearth where Wash- 
ington and Lafayette had held grave council. 
Was it not a mistake that Libby Prison 
was moved from Richmond to Chicago, and 
Washington’s headquarters left there to cob- 
web, rust, and indigence? 

In what striking, beautiful, and inspiring 
contrast to this was Washington. Its noble 
avenues were. clean, its buildings stately, and 
the flag of the Nation everynhere flung to 
the breeze. The Society of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution are holding their 
annual continental congress here this week. 
They are gathered in magnificent repre- 
sentation, and the Capital City is receiving 
them handsomely, though on the threshold . 
of the event of the inauguration of President 
McKinley. When in session the d es 
and their alternates fill to overflowing the 
Columbia Theater. They are a very fine 
appearing body of women, and are earnest 
in endeavoring to get down to work. Up to 
the time of sending this, however, not one 
of the important matters before the congress 
has been decided. The proposed revisions of 
the constitution were so radical that their 
advocacy and opposition are vehement.

Recommends the Passage of the Shar-

TALKS OF ARRESTING ANTON BOENERT 


Attorney Nechvatal Asserts the Evi- 
dence of Alteration in Kopp’s 
Cerffificate Is Conclusive. 


Little progress was made yesterday in 
straightening out the affairs of Anton 
Boenert, private banker, and of A. Boenert 
& Co., steamship agents. Assignee Joachim 
Boenert, brother of Anton, was in charge of 
the offices of the two concerns at No. 92 La 
Salle street. He said expert accountants had 
been employed by both to go through their 
books and he would be ready in the course of 
two or three days to makea statement. 

Attorney Nechvatal, representing Alphons 
Kopp, one of the victims of the bank failure, 
found he was unable yesterday to get the 
grand jury to consider a charge of forgery 
against Anton Boenert, the rule of the 
State’s-Attorney’s office being to consider no 
charges against persons resident in the city 
until a preliminary hearing had been held 
before an examining magistrate. Mr. Nech- 
vatal contemplates having the elder Boenert 
arrested on the criminal charge and taken 
before a Justice for examination. Heclaims 
the evidence of alteration in the certificate 
of deposit given to Kopp is incontrovertible. 

Anton Boenert was at his place of business 
yesterday morning, according ‘to the state- 
ment of his son, Arthur Boenert, who was at 
work all day with his accountant there. The 


son. said yesterday afternoon his father was F 


not ‘at home, though in the city, and would 
not be interviewed in regard to the assign- 
ment. 

Asked if the court had appointed an expert 
accountant Arthur Boenert replied. 

‘‘No: we are having accountants do the 
work for us. If the court doesn’t like the 
accountants we secure it can appoint others, 
of course.”’ 

Mr. Boenert would not say anything about 
his father’s affairs, but said his own business 
was entirely solvent and would pay dollar for 
dollar. His only réason for assigning, he 
said, was lest some of his. creditors might 
become alarmed through his father’s failure. 
All his creditors are trans-Atlantic steam- 
ship companies.

That official, 
it appears, has rejected the new plan. Mr.

Under the specifications for which bids 
have been advertised the city is divided 
into five districts, as follows: 

First—The area bounded by the Chicago 
River on the north and west, Lake Mich- 
igan on the east, and Harrison street on the 
south. 

Second—aAil that portion of the city known 
as the South Division lying south of Harri- 
son street. 

Third—All that portion of the city located 
in the West Division one of Kinzie street. 

Fourth—All that portiot of the city locat- 
ed in the West Division north of and in- 
cluding Kinzie street. 

Fifth—All the territory embraced in the 
North Division of the city. 

In the first district the streets are to be 
swept by hand. There are sixteen miles of 
streets in this district. The contractor will 
be required to clean 400 miles of streets in 
the second, 600 miles in the third, 400 miles 
in the fourth, and 400 miles in the fifth, each 
month.

Bribes of $1,000 Each Said to Have

of the Kansas City Stock-Yards. 

A minute later Senator H. G. Jumper said 
that A] Tucker, a lobbyist, had offered him 
$1,000 for his vote on the same bill. 

On motion of Titus, warrants were issued 
for both Boyd and Tucker. Boyd heard of 
the proceeding, and fled, and has not yet been 
heard of. Tucker was arrested, and was put 
on trial for. contempt tonight before the bar 
of the Senate. 

Tucher was allowed céunsel, and Attorney- 
General Boyle answered for the Senate. 
After a brief hearing, by a vote of 21 to 10 
Tucher was held for trial] before the Senate. 
Boyd cannot be found. Sevéral attachés of 
the Senate were examined, but the charge 
that Senator Johnson had telephoned to 
Boyd couid not be substantiated. 

State warrants also have been issued for 
Boyd and Tucker. Under the Kansas law 
an attempt to bribe a member of the Legis- 
lature is a felony, and the penalty is im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary not to ex- 
ceed five years and a fine of $1,000. 

The charges made by Titus and Jumper 
created a profound sensation, as the stock- 
yards bill has been hotly contested. The bill 
for which Boyd and Tucker were lobbying 
was defeated shortly after the boodle ac- 
cusations were made. 

Titus and Jumper are both Populists. This 
afternoon their desks were loaded down with 
flowers sentin by women of Topeka.

THREE-CENT CAR-FARE BILL FAILS, 


Bill Dees Not Secure a Constitutional 
Majority in Indiana House—Anti- 
Quart Shop Bill Passed. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 2.—[Specilal.J— 
The allied lobbies made a great assault on 
the House tonight when the three-cent street 
car fare bill was called up, and, while the 
bill had a majority of two out of the ninety- 
two members present, it lacked four of a 
constitutional majority of fifty-one, and 
hence failed to pass. The friends of the Dill

The Illinois Central railroad company has 
recently sent out a notice to grain shippers 
which, while innocent appearing, has ex- 
cited unfavorable comment among local receivers 
as showing undue solicitude regarding the devel- 
opment of business by way of the South. The re- 
ceivers claim that such notices come within the 
province of receiving houses rather than the rail- 
road. The notice was as follows, over the signa- 
ture of W. bk. Keepers, General Freight Agent: 

We desire to call the attention of Illinois 
grain shippers to the fact that sufficient care is 
not being exercived in loading export corn for 
New Orleans, as sorhe of it is now grading No. 4, 
and as No. corn will not be applied on contract 
and must be sold at New Orleans, subject to local 
rates from shipping points, it is of great impor- 
lance to shippers that they use the utmost care 
in loading, to the end that the corn forwarded 
to New Orleans may grade not lower than No. 3. 
Careful attention to this matter will undoubtedly 
prevent much dissatisfaction and loss to shippers.”

INTEREST ON COUNTRY BANK BAL-~ 
ANCES IS NOT REDUCED, 


Meeting of Chicago Clearing-House 
Banks Fails to Reach an Agreement 
—Objection Is Raised to the Pian of 
Having a Committee Fix Interest 
Rates Arbitrarily—Linseed Oil Fig- 
ures for 1896—Biscuit Advances Two 
Points.

on country bank balances. There was a 
meeting yesterday afternoon at the rooms 
of the Chicago Clearing-House Association 
to discuss the report of the special commit- 
tee and to arrive at some understanding, if 
possible, regarding the rate to be paid in 
future on the deposits of the out-of-town 
banks. The meeting lasted for some time, 
and the only thing accomplished was to se- 
cure a postponement of action tosome future 
meeting, the date of which was not set. 
Unless the matter comes up in some dif- 
ferent form there is not likely to be any 
concerted action taken by the banks. 

The report of the committee was in favor 
of giving the present Clearing-House com- 
mittee the authority to meet once each 
month and fix the rate of interest to be paid 
during the succeeding month on country 
bank balances. This did not meet with the 
favor of all the bdnkers present, though 
there was no vote taken on the proposition. 

The majority of the bankers present spoke 
in favor of a reduction in the rate from the 
2 per cent now paid to 1% per cent, but many 
were in favor of some other form of regu- 
lating it than by the giving of absolute au- 
thority to the committee and binding all the 
banks to accept the rate approved by it. 
On this proposition, it is believed, no further 
action will be taken. It was the opinion of 
gome of the bankers present that the mat- 
ter could be regulated by the sending around 
of a petition for the bankers to sign. Some 
such move as this will probably be made in 
the next few days. 


Bigs Reserves in Chicago Banks. 


Seventeen banks In Chicago of which fifteen 
are nationaland twoare State banks have re- 
serves at the present time averaging 53 ‘per 
cent, or 28 per cent in excess of the legal 
requirement. A call from the Controller 
for reports from the national banks is now 
due. Last year reports were called showing 
the condition Feb. 28 and there was a call 
for a showing of the condition March 6, 1895. 
There is no regular time for calls of national 
bank reports, but they are usually received 
at intervals of about ten weeks. The re- 
ports of ail the national banks of Chicago 
are expected to show average reserves of 
nearly or quite 50 per cent, or twice the 
amount required under the law to be main- 
tained by the banks. 

This gives an evidence of the way money 
has been piling up in Chicago, and of the lit- 
tle demand that exists for it in the way of 
commercial or demand loans. There was 
some little improvement shown yesterday, 
but there is practically no demand for money 
at the present time. Notwithstanding this 
fact banks are holding up their rates, and 
from 4% to 54 per cent are the rates asked. 
There is some 4 per cent money, but it is 
almost impossible for the average borrower 
oe —_ @ rate. 

€ banks are themselves responsible f 
a part of this big reserve. hae’ tee dis- 
couraged borrowers for some time, and 
though commercial paper is now in better 
demand the banks still show a disposition to 
forego profits rather than to take chances 
on loans which are not entirely satisfactory. 


Strength Shown in Yerkes Stocks. 


West Chicago and North Chicago cables 


were strong yesterday. West Chic: 
opened at 96, advanced to 9844, and ened 
at OS. North Chicago opened at 214, ona 
sale of five shares, and the eight sales made 
following this were all at 215. City rallway 
sold at 210, showing a difference in favor of 
North Chicago over the South Side stock of 
five points. The strength in the Yerkes se- 
curities was due to the announcement of the 
completion of the sale of West Chicago con- 
solidated bonds and of the determination of 
the company to retire at par and accrued in- 
terest upon presentation all of the outstand- 
ing debentures. The ‘cleaning up of the 
debt of the West Chicago Street railroad 
was looked upon as being favorable to both 
North and West Chicago. 

The annual meeting of the Chicago Pas- 
senger railway, one of the leased lines of the 
West Chicago Street railway, was held yes- 
terday. No business was transacted, ac- 
cording to a report of one of the officials of 
the company after the meeting adjourned, 
except of a purely routine character. This 
company owns forty-eight miles of track, 
and it has the exclusive right to use the 
Washington street tunnel and the Adams 
and Harrison street bridges. The company 
at its last annual meeting authorized the 
issue of an additional $1,000,000 of bonds, 
representing the amount expended bv the 
West Chicago reet railroad in better- 
ments. These bonds have not yet heen 
issued, but they are likely to be in a short 
time. It is reported a market has already 
been found for them. 3 : 

The first sale of National Bank of Illinois 
stock made since the failure of that ‘nsti- 
tution was made yesterday. Fifty-five 
shares sold at $8 a share, making $440 for 
the fitty-five shares, which would have sold 
Dec. 18 for $12,100.

Linseed Oil Figures for 1806. 


No official figures have been given out re- 
garding the profits for the year 1896 of the 
National Linseed Oil company. Contrary 
to .usual custom no report.was submitted 
at the annual meeting of the company held 
last month, and the explanation was made 
that the réason no statement was given was 
to prevent competitors from obtaining in- 
formation régarding the doings of the com- 
pany. It was said at the time the real rea- 
son why no statement was given out was 
because of the bad business done by the 
company during the year. This, however, 
was denied by officers of the company, who 
said while the year was not as good as pre- 
ceding years had been, there was still no 
results which they would have objected to 
giving stockholders on that score. Some 
figures were given out yesterday, which, it 
is claimed, come from inside sources. Ac- 
cording to this report gross profits for the 
year were $849,500, out of which current ex- 
penses of $291,500 and interest and discount 
on loans of $417,000 were paid, leaving net 
profits for the year of $141,000. For the pre- 
ceding year the gross profits were $1,178,- 
689, out of which there was paid for current 
expenses $315,935, interest amounting to 
$385,065, and dividends amounting to $180,- 
000. This left as a balance to be carried 
forward $299,688. :

S caloulated that the saving in annual interest 
charges by the completion of the refunding will 
amount to $1,500,000, from which the stock will 

enefit. This is. said to be the largest transaction 
in railroad bonds ever made in this country, and 
with cone exception it is said to be the highest 
price paid for American railroad bonds. 

Ry market opened with a show of stren th, but 
yielded before long to the effect of a marked de- 
pression in Jersey Central, which was sold down 
# points on continuéd uneasiness as to the finan- 
clal status of Lehigh Valley and Wilkesbarre, its 
subsidiary coal company. Manhattan was also 
depressed on the falling off in earakags, and the 
belief that the dividend will be reduced. The fact 
that the directors of the road were in session im- 
parted some pervousness to the dealings. and the 
stock fell %.

IOWA ROADS REFUSE EMERGENCY 
RATE ON OFF-GRADE GRAIN. 


State Commission Asks Reduction So 
That Soft and Damaged Corn May 
Find Its Way to Chicago and East- 
ern Points for Consumption by Dis- 
tilleries—Denial of Request, It Is 
Claimed, Will Have Its Effect on 
Hawkeye Liquor Legislation. 


Cc. L. Davidson and EB. A.: Dawson of the 


| Iowa Railroad Commission, accompanied by 
Secretary Ainsworth, came to Chicago yes- 


terday and held a conference with the ex- 
ecutive officers of the Iowa railroads. A 
strong effort was made by the lowa Commis- 
sioners to induce the railroad officials to 
make a low emergency rate on grain from 
Iowa points to Chicago and other markets. 

There is said to be a great deal of soft and 
damaged corn in Iowa which can be used 
only by distilleries and glucose factories. 
lowa farmers are anxious to dispose of this 
grain, but say they cannot afford to pay on it 
the regular tariff rates. The great bulk of it 
has to be sold to distilleries. Under existing 
laws distilleries cannot be operated in Iowa, 
and the off-grade grain has to be shipped to 
States where whisky industries flourish. 

A short time ago the Iowa Legislature 
passed a resolution asking the Railroad Com-: 
missioners to make efforts to bring about a 
temporary reduction in the rate, and it was 
this action that brought the Iowa Railroad 
Commission to Chicago. 

The railroad officials, however, refused to 
give the Commissioners any encouragement 
They claimed present rates were already 
low as to leave them little margin of profit. 

It is contended that the refusal of the rail- 
roads to make the desired reduction will 
result in the establishment of a number 
of distilleries in Iowa. A bill is now before 
the Legislature to remove the prohibition on 
distilleries. 


BURLINGTON EARNINGS A SORPRISE. 


Net Increase for January Is $205,427, 
Against a Deficit of $87,782 
Last Year. 


While nearly all the Western and Eastern 
roads which have reported earnings for the 
month of January have suffered a large net 
decrease, the Chicago, Burlington and Quin- 
cy statement, which came out yesterday, is 
the most favorable one that company has 
published in many months. The net in- 
crease in earnings is $205,427 for the month. 

When the directors of the company re- 
cently decided to continue the payment of 
dividends it caused ad'verse criticism, but 
the figures given out yesterday seem to jus- 
tify their action. f

NEW RAILROAD COMMISSION AT WORK. 


Live Stock Exchange Wants Stock 
Rates Readjusted—Grain Inspect- 
ors to Be Appointed Today. 


Springfield, Ill., March 2.—[Special.]}—The 
Railroad and Warehouse Commission held 
a meeting hefe today. ' 

The Live Stock Exchange of Chicago filed 
a petition for an entire readjustment of rates 
on stock. The petitioners desire a schedule 
similar to those of Indiana, Michigan, and 
other States. They want the minimum 
weight for sheep placed at eight, nine, and 
ten thousand pounds on single deck cars, 
instead of ten. eleven, and twelve as at 
present; and 18,000 pounds on double deck 
cars; minimum for hogs, 22,000 pounds. This 
matter will be considered at a meeting of 
the commission to be heid in Chicago tomor- 
row. The commission will hold a conference 
with the Missouri Commission at the Plant- 
ers’ Hotel, St. Louis, on Friday of this week, 
for an exchange of views regarding matters 
of mutual interest. 

The appointment of Assistant Grain In- 
spectors will be made at the Chicago meet- 
ing tomorrow, and that.of an Assistant Sec- 
retary of the commission will be made some- 
time within the next ten days. The con- 
sulting engineer will also be appointed with- 
in a few days. 

The commission will hear arguments 
against railroads for alleged discriminations 
in freight rates at Chicago on April 8, instead 
of this city as first reported. 

The Illinois cattle, sheep, swine, horse, and 
live-stock breeders’ ~ associations have 
asked the commission to reduce the rates 
for the shipment of pure bred stock, and the 
board will give them a hearing in this city 
on Wednesday, March 10. 


Decided in Favor of Shippers. 

Washington, D. C., March 2.—The Inter- 
State Commerce Commission has handed 
down a decision affecting the responsibility 
of a carrier fpr damages resulting from 
failure to obey a shipper’s instructions, The 
case is that of W. W. Rea of Verona, Miss., 
againet the Mobile and Ohio railroad Rea 
directed the agent to ship a consignment 
of. potatoes to St. Louis by way of a certain 
route. The agent refused to so bill the con- 
signment ahd the consequence was a loss 
to the consignee of $100. The commission 
rules that the shipper is entitled to have 
his merchandise carried over the route 
which he signified and the complainant 
should have reparation to the amount of 
damage shown, 


Rulings by Chairman Caldwell. 

A ruling made by the Chairman of the 
Transcontinental Passenger Association 
yesterday denies the right of the Canedian 
Pacific to base its differentials on the dif- 
feréntial rates east from Chicago. Another 
ruling is that holders of half-fare tickets 
have the same stop-over privileges as those 
of regular tickets. 


Northern Pacific’s New Treasurer. 

New York, March 2.—Announcement has 
been made that George H. Harl has been 
elected Treasurer of the Northern Pacific 
railway amd that Mr. Gemmell hae been ap- 
pointed Assistant Secretary at St. Pauk Mr.

cessful, it must be under Catholic auspices, 
for the same reasons that it was under Prot- 
estant management in Chicago.

It. will. before election supplement its pre- 
liminary report touching the retiring mem- 
bers with a detailed report upon the records 
and qualifications of all the candidates who 
may be nominated. 


TO ELECT ALL THE JUDGES AT ONCE. 


Attorney Iles Will Prepare a Bill In- 
tended, It Is Said, to Save the 
County $100,000. 


County Attorney Iles will today begin the 
drafting of a bill for passage by the present 
Legislature, providing for the election of a 
Superior Court Judge next June, atthe 
same time the Circuit Court Judges are 
elected. , 

This step is’taken, it is stated, to save the 
county an estimated expense of $100,000 to 
elect a successor to Judge Brentano, whose 
term expires next fall. ‘ 

When the present law was enacted the 
County Commissioners were elected every 
year, and it made no difference whai fall 
the term of the Judge expired, as the election 
for the Judge and County Commissioners 
might be held at the same time. 

Attorney Iles expects to have the bill ready 
to present to the County Board next Monday.

Edward T.:Noonan, attorney for the board, 
suggested the property along Jackson boul- 
evard from Canal street to Halsted street be 
assessed $1 per foot to make up the $27,000 
expended. President Wilson will confer with 
ex-President Weeks regarding agreements 
previously made with property-owners. 
Warrants were drawn for salaries due. 


INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


A special meeting of the steering committee of 
fifteen will be held at St. Louis next Monday to 
complete the arrangements for the semi-annual 
meeting of the Western Union the following day. 
A. J. Smith, President of the union. says that the 
subcommittees have not nearly completed their 
work and will be busy up to the time of the ses- 
sion. 

Despite the statements that sweeping changes 
will be made it is doubtful now if much of im- 
portance will be accomplished. Agents are clam- 
oring for a change which will heip them to cet 
more business, and it would seem as though some- 
thing would have to. be done. The speciaNsteer- 
ing committee is_at present in favor of taking a 
decided stand in favor of rates and commissions. 
but the union companies are famous for failing to 
stand -to@ether when any radical change is pro- 
posed. Non-union competition has been growing 
steadily during the last five years, and has been 
able to get much good business at the expense of 
the board members. Agents demand a chance to 
meet the opposition and get back these lines if 
possible. 

Another question vexing the union ts tnstigated 
by the American companies. A line of $150.000 
in Chicago was recently taken entire by an En- 
clish company with a Western department here. 
A part of it was written here. but the largest part 
was reinsured in England at 30 per cent comm's- 
sion. Representatives of the American companics 
believe the union has as much power to regulate 
this practice as to rule against rate-cutting. They 
contend it should not be allowed. % 

Although much may be done at the meeting 
next week, it is generally believed the results wil] 
not equal the preparation.

| BARRED OFF THE BOARD. 


G. S. BVERINGHAM UNANIMOUSLY EX- 
PELLED FOR BUCKET-SHOPPING. 


Found Guilty of Making Entries of 
Fictitious Trades in Transactious 
with Customers—Victory for John 
Hill Jr.’s Committee—What the Evi- 
dence Showed im the Case of Mr. 
Wood Under Consideration About 
Peculiar Management of Deals. 


The name of G. 8. Everingham was wiped 
‘off the membership roll af the Board of 
Trade yesterday by the unanimous action 
of the twelve directors of the institution. 
Mr. Everingham was found guilty of making 
entries of fictitious trades in transactions 
with customers of the firm of G. 8S. Evering- 
ham & Co., No. 40 Board of Trade Building. 
His conviction its one more signal victory 
for John Hill Jr., Chairman of the board’s 
* Bucketshop ’’ committee. 

The case of Everingham has been pending 
before the directors for some time. The evi- 
dence, it is said, demonstrated that Evering- 
nam & Co. not only conducted a “bucket 
shop” in the ordinary acceptation of that 
term, but that the firm: used “ crooked ”’ 
methcds. ' 

The complainant in the case was a Mr. 
Wood, a countryman, and he appeared asa 
witness. He exhibited a telegram received 
from Everingham & Co. Teporting a trade at 
a time when the market was not within a 
quarter of a cent of the price at which the 
trade was reported made. 

It was shown that subsequently the mar- 
ket broke badly, and though Mr. Wood still 
had $80 to his credit with Everingham & 
Co., even after the trade as first reported 
was closed, he later received an account, 
purchase and sale, which made it appear 
that the trade was closed one cent lower 
than the price mentioned in the first report. 
This great discrepancy Mr. Wood could not 
understand and he investigated the handling 
of his order, with the result of yesterday’s 
action of the directors. 

Everingham is well known in commercial 
circles both here and in Milwaukee, and was 
popular on the floor of the Board of Trade. 
He was closely connected with Peter Mc- 
Geoch in the famous lard deal about 1883. 
He came here from Milwaukee with Mc- 
Geoch in 1880 or 1881, and with Frank Crit- 
tenden and others formed the firm of Mc- 
Geoch, Everingham & Co. . 

A year or two later the firm ran a corner 
in lard until it had the price up to an out- 
landish pitch and was about to realize enor- 
mous profits when the deal “ busted.”’ 

The firm was badly crippled, the liabilities 
amounting to millions. McGeoch was made 
penniless, but he was a born speculator and 
retrieved his losses so that when he died 
some years later in Milwaukee he was again 
immensely wealthy. 


DECIDES THE FAMILY IS INNOCENT. 


Clears the Scho- 
- makers of Criminal Knowledge 
of the Murder. 


Inspector Schaack has given up all hope 
of getting anything definite from the mem- 
bers of the Schomaker family in connection 
with the identity of the murderer of the sa- 
loonkeeper. The police have become pretty 
well convinced that the family is absolutely 
innocent of any criminal knowledge of the 
affair. 

Prof. Haines of the Rush Medical College 
has failed to read the name written on the 
sweat band of the hat supposed to have been 
worn .by the murderer, and the police have 
= compelled to abandon this prospective 
clew. 

Inspector Schaack !s now of the opinion 
that the murderer was not seen by any of 
the passersby. The various people seen run- 
ning and thought to have been the murderer 
have been satisfactorily accounted for. 

Inspector Schaack says that it may take 
some time before the details of the crime 
are made clear.
